NANKING, Dec. 13 (Sunday.)— 
Chinese authorities unreservedly 
admitted today Gen. Chiang Kai- 
shek was held prisoner at Sianfu 
as a result of a military rebellion 
in the Shensi provincial capital. His 
detention by Marshal Chang Hsiao- 
liang, the Nanking Government de- 
clared, placed it face to face with 
one of the gravest crises in the 
history of China’s Nationalist move. 
In an all-night session the Chinese 
Government authorities here dis- 
missed Marshal Chang from all 
official positions in the Nanking 
administration. 

They threatened a military cam- 
paign against the “young marshal,” 
who was charged with treachery, 
unless he released his captive im- 
mediately and submitted uncondi- 
tionally to Nanking’s orders. 

As emergency measures, Dr. H. 
H. Kung, Minister of Finance, took 
over leadership of the Executive 
Yuan (Premier), while Gen, Ho 
Ying-Chin, Minister of War, as8- 
sumed direction of the nation’s mil- 
itary affairs commission.* Both of 
these positions normally are held 
by Gen. Chiang.

VALENCIA, Spain, Dec. 12.—The 
Ministry of Marine of the Spanish 
Socialist Government issued a com- 
munique tonight, saying its sub- 
marine C-3 had been torpedoed and 
sunk by another submarine, “‘evi- 
dently foreign.” off Malaga, seaport 
on the southern coast of Spain, near 
the Straits of Gibraltar. 

The Spanish submarine was said 
to have gone down with 47 of its 
crew aboard. As far as known, 
officials said, only the captain, 
Agustin Garcia, and two seamen 
were saved. They were. reported 
picked up later by the vessel Arta- 
bro, 


The C-3 was built at Cartagena, 
chief naval arsenal of Spain, in 
1928. Her displacement was 915 
tons on the surface and 1290 tons 
submerged. She was 247 feet long. 

With two sets of eight-cylinder 
Diesel engines delivering 2000 horse- 
power, the vessel had a speed of 
16 knots on the surface and 8% 
knots when submerged. Her arma- 
ment consitsed of one three-inch 
anti-aircraft gun and six 21-inch 
torpedo tubes, four in the bow and 
two in the stern. 


300,000 IN CAPITAL 
ARE EVACUATED

MADRID, Dec. 12.—Fascist in- 
surgents have abandoned efforts to 
smash their way through Madrid's 
defenses and have resorted to an 
encircling movement intended to 
starve the city, the capital’s mili- 
tary leaders said tonight. 

Nevertheless, Madrid officials 
rushed the evacuation of women 
and children. The evacuation com- 
mittee estimated 300,000 persons 
had been n from the m 
itan area a that 200,000 more 
would go shortly.

“Each day appears to confirm 
more and more the idea the Ger- 
man-Italian general staff of Gen.

year has heralded a new sovereign 
—the British peoples camly accept- 
ed the change of sovereigns and 
turned from the Prince-King to the 
tall brother George—but with deep 
sympathy and a godspeed to him 
who found the burden of kingdom 
too heavy without “the woman I 
love.” 

Before the musty battlements of 
St. James’ Palace, heralds hailed 
the new King. Trumpets shrilled 
as throngs watched the pageantry 
of centuries ago re-enacted. The 
King took the oath in St. James’ 
at 11:45 @. m. 

Sir Gerald Wollastan, the Garter 
Principal King of Arms, proclaimed 
“our only. lawful and rightful liege 
lord, George VI, by the grace of 
God, King of Great Britain, Ire- 
land and the British Dominions Be- 
yond the Seas, Defender of the 
Faith, Empéror of India, to.whom 
we do acknowledge all faith and 
constant obedience with all hearty 
and humble affection, beseeching 
God, by whom kings and queens 
do reign, to bless the royal Prince 
George VI with long and ‘happy 
years to reign over us.” 

So tonight the British people 
were anchored in new allegiance to 
the second son of George V and his 
Scottish commoner wife, as a re- 
sult of Edward’s love for the Amer- 
ican-born Wallis Warfield Simp-

GENEVA, Dec. 12.—Unanimously 
backed by the League of Nations 
Council, France and Great Britain 
will join in seeking to put a quick 
end to the Spanish civil war, it 
became apparent tonight. 

The impression among League 
officials, after the Council's adop- 
tion of a resolution urging a 
halt to the war because it endangers 
international peace, was that all na- 
tions concerned, including Italy and 
Germany, would agree in principle 
to a new non-intervention ac- 
cord designed to keep foreign sol- 
diers and munitions out of Spain, 
and perhaps to the French-British 
mediation proposal, 

The Spanish Government, which 
appealed to the League after Ger- 
many and Italy recognized the 
Fascist rebel junta, got the satisfac- 
tion of having the Council uphold 
its appeal. While avoiding mention 
of Germany and Italy, the resolu- 
tion declares the present situation 
indorses the French-British media- 
tion proposal to the European Neu- 

trality Committee at London. 

The League resolution emphasizes 
that good understanding ought to 
be maintained between nations, ir- 
respective of internal administra- 
tions of states, and observes the 
duty of every state is to respect ter- 
ritorial integrity and political inde- 
pendence of other states—a duty 
recognized by the League Covenant.

New King’s Day Begins. 

The new King’s day began at St. 
James, where the deed which pro- 
claimed him ruler was drawn up by 
800 resplendent accession council- 
lors, and heralds and pursuivants 
cried out the new monarch was at 
hand, Then he dispatched messages 
to the fighting services now at his 
command, To the navy, in which 
he was trained, he pointed to his 
service with naval units during the 
World War... To the air force he 
recalled he had served with the in- 
dependent syuadrons in France in 
1918. To the Army went a similar 
greeting. 

Prime Minister Baldwin, Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer Neville Cham- 
berlain and other Cabinet Ministers 
were present with their King at the 
procedure of accession from S8&t. 
James, each wearing the official 
uniform of black and gold with a 
plumed hat. Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain, the blue ribbon order of the 
garter emblazoned across his chest, 
came next; then Sir George Broad- 
bridge, Lord Mayor of London, with 
his sheriffs and aldermen, all in 
civic robes over court dress. The 
Archbishops of York and Canter 
bury as representatives of the En- 
glish Church completed the as- 
sembly. 

King George wore the uniform of 
Admiral of the fleet, and went from 
his 145 Piccadilly home by automo- 
bile, accompanied only by a police 
sergeant and two patrolmen. 
Slowly the new King walked to 
his place before the great crimson 
and gold throne as Queen Mother 
Mary watched the scenes outside 
the palace from an upstairs win- 
dow in Marlborough House. 
George’s brothers, the Dukes of 
Gloucester and Kent, were with 
him inside, and, after the procla- 


sions of loyalty from representa- 
tives of the Dominions. 

At the conclusion of the council 
meeting, King George VI walked 
down the grand staircase, out the 
palace door, and, to the cheers of 
the crowd, departed for Bucxing- 
ham Palace. 

The representatives of the Irish 
Free State were not among the 
dominion envoys presented to the 
new King, because of the Irish 
Parliament’s delay in enacting leg- 
islation accepting the succession. 
The Free State became the last 
dominion to accept the new King— 
but only in the conduct of foreign 
affairs. (A measure passed last 
night established the Free State’s 
independence of Britain in the con- 
duct of internal affairs.) 

In the House of Commons, when 
members assembled to take the oath 
of allegiance, each member was 
sworh individually. Likewise, the 
House of Lords pledged fealty for 
the second time within a year. —

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12. 


CCORDING to Chester M. 

Colby, president of the National 
fAyanufacturers’ Association, 
there is not much left of the depres- 
sion—it’s just about over. This, if 
true, is the most important news 
of the week, not excluding the ab- 
dication. That is to say, it is the 
most important news to Americans. 
We may take more or less interest 
in the emotional problems of David 
Windsor, but when it comes to the 
depression—that, as an earlier gen- 
eration of St. Louisans would have 
said, is something else again. It 
strikes closer home. If we are 
reaching the end of the depression 
the tidings should be broadcast in 
clear and ringing tones. 

In the first place, what is—or 
was—the depression? To many per- 
sons, the central and distinctive 
characteristic of what we have 
called “the depression” was the 
fact that a terrific number of peo- 
ple had no jobs, and couldn't get 
jobs, and hence were unable to 
buy the necessaries of life. Has 
that condition ended? Have those 
people now got jobs, and gone back 
to buying what they need? 

Such official figures as are avail- 
able are imprecise and unsatisfac- 
tory. Actually, they are estimates 
rather than data. It is true, as has 
so often been remarked, that, in the 
face of all the billions the adminis- 
tration has spent to combat the de- 
pression, it still has failed to ascer- 
tain its extent. Some persons have 
been suspicious and mean enough 
to hint that the administration 
didn’t care to learn those figures 
while the election was pending. Be 
that as it may, some statistics are 
available. 


Fewer Wage Earners. 


HE Department of Labor cal- 
T cuiates that in May, 1929, the 

number of wage-earners in the 
United States, not including agri- 
cultural workers or domestic ser- 
vants, was 35,978,000. That is the 
department’s top figure. That rep- 
resents the peak of prosperity, as 
we knew it. (The fact is, of course, 
that at least 2,000,000 and perhaps 
4,000,000 persons able and willing 
to work were jobless at that time.) 
The date of the department’s latest 
figure is September, last. The de- 
partment estimates that, in Septem- 
ber, the number of wage-earners in 
the country, excluding agricultural 
workers, domestic servants and 
persons employed on Federal 
emergency work relief projects 


those on PWA 
projects), was 

‘It will be seen that the figure 
for September, 1936, is 4,295,000 less 
than the one for May, 1929.. More- 
over, the smaller figure includes 
persons employed on PWA projects 
—and certainly the population has 
increased in seven years. As to 
what change there has been in the 
number of agricultural workers and 
domestic servants, there is no of- 
ficial or reliable information, but 
common ‘Knowledge and observa- 
tion of the increased productivity 
of farm machinuery, and the cur- 
tailed consumption of farm prod- 
ucts by city dwellers would hardly 
prompt anyone in his right mind to 
suppose that the farmers are short 
of hired hands. 

The glad shout that “prosperity 
is back” has been louder and com- 
moner, during the present year 
than at any time since 1929. The 
Department of Labor has fairly de- 
pendable statistics on employment 
An 17 different categories of busi- 
ness, including such lines as, min- 
ing, petroleum, the wholesale and 
retail trades, electric power pro- 
duction, the telephone, telegraph 
and trolley services; hotels. laun, 
dries, insurance and private build- 
ing construction. They constitute 
a very large and diversified seg- 
ment of American business. Last 
February, according to the depart- 
ment, these industries, services and 
trades employed approximately 14,- 
800,000 persons, and last mofth they 
employed approximately 16,000,000. 
It is a gain, to be sure, but does it 
justify ahy one feeling that the de- 
pression is over—that "prosperity 
is back”? 


Postscript on Tugwell. 


GREAT many unkind things 
A» been said and written about 
of. Rexford G. Tugwell, 
former Under-Secretary of Agricul- 
ture and head of the Resettlement 
Administration. In the course of 
recording the news as it happened, 
this reporter probably wrote his 
share of them.

December Grand Jury 
Thinks River Front Mem- 
orial Is ‘‘Good Thing,” 


The December term grand jury, 
which decided not to investigate 
the riverfront bond issue election 
of September, 1935, will not be 
asked to investigate any phase 
of the election fraud situation, Cir- 
cuit Attorney Franklin Miller an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Miller had made preparations to 


submit evidence of fraud in the 
bond issue election to the grand 
jury, and at three conferences with 
the grand jury strongly urged that 
it undertake that investigation. ° 

A majority of the grand jurors, 
the Post-Dispatch learned yester- 
day, were unwilling to go into the 
matter because they felt that the 
riverfront memorial would be a 
“good thing” for St. Louis. They 
had in mind that the injunction 
suit filed by riverfront property 
owners, seeking to block’ construc- 
tion of the memorial, will be con- 
sidered next month by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals at 
Washington and preferred not to do 
anything which might prejudice the 
case in favor of the memorial at 
that hearing. Another factor in 
their decision was their reluctance 
to undertake an intensive investiga- 
tion because the Christmas holidays 
fall in their period of service, 

New Jury in February. 

A new grand jury will be im- 
paneled in February and Circuit At- 
torney Miller said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he would submit 
to that, or to a subsequent grand 
jury, the evidence of fraud in the 
riverfront bond issue election. 
The Post-Dispatch has exposed 
gross fraud in the election, prac- 
ticed in every one of the 19 wards 
which gave the bonds the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority and in at 
least one other ward. Test can- 
vasses by Post-Dispatch reporters 
disclosed fraud in 23 precincts in 
the 20 wards. The official “no” 
vote in these wards on the bond 
proposal was 330, but reporters 
found 543 persons who had voted 
“no,” and in their canvasses they 
reached fewer than half the voters. 
The investigation of the 1936 pri- 
mary, begun by the September 
term grand jury, which indicted 66 
precinct officials and two other 
persons on felony charges, is not 
yet completed. 
There remains also the interrupt- 
ed investigation of the 1934 pri- 
mary, delayed for nearly two years 
by the Supreme Court’s failure to 
reach a prompt decision on an ap- 
plication for a writ of prohibition 

prevent the grand jury from 
pening the ballot boxes. On the 
eve of the last primary, however, 
the court decided \to deny the writ. 

For Dropping 1934 Inquiry. 
Miller is inclined to believe that 
the 1934 investigation ought not to 
be revived because of later and 
more impressive disclosures of 
fraud. The delay would be an 
obstacle to successful prosecution, 
he said. He expects that the in- 
dictments which will be returned 
in the riverfront bond issue elec- 
tion inquiry, with those which have 
been and will be returned in con- 
nection with the 1936 primary, will 
give his office about all the cases 
that it tan handle. “About the same 
crowd” would be involved in any 
indictments which resulted from in- 
vestigation of the 1934 primary, 
Miller said.

the Americas, bearing the unani- 
mous approval of representatives of 
21 American Republics, was ap- 
proved by an inter-American confer- 
ence committee today and will be 
laid before the full conference Tueés- 
day. i 

The unanimity in sponsorship be- 
fore the plan reached the floor of 
the conference was described by 
Pan-American union officials as 
unprecedented in the history  -of 
jinter-American conferences. 

The advance approval was  ob- 
tained quickly after the United 
States, Brazil] and Argentina got 
the project under way last night 
following long, secret conferences. 

Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 
chief of the United States delega- 
tion, declared it gives “the strong- 
est guarantees for peace the con- 
tinent has ever had.” 

The committee decided, mean- 
while, to end the conference Dec. 
23, with a plenary session at which 
final signature would be givén to 
all agreements reached. 

The last plenary session for 
transaction of other business was 
fixed for Dec. 21 and the last com- 
mittee meetings were set for Dec, 
19. 

Second Proposal Approved, 

The committee also unanimously 
reindorsed the resolution of the 
1933 Pan American conference, for 
non-intervention by one nation in 
another’s affairs. This carried also 
a Mexican amendment for consul- 
tation if intervention appears neces- 
sary. 

Observers pointed out the amend- 
ment gives Latin-American. ap- 
proval. of the plan advocated by 
President Roosevelt and Hull, un- 
der which intervention, if neces- 
sary, would be by joint action after 
consultation.

Arkansas Farm Tenancy 
Commission Makes Rec-

LITTLE ROCK,.Ark., Dec. 12. — 
In a summary of conclusions 
reached after weeks of study, the 
Arkansas Farm Tenancy Commis- 
sion recommended today that a new 
homestead policy be established in 
the United States to give sharecrop- 
pers the opportunities of farm and 
home ownership. 

Copies of the report were sent to 
members of President Roosevelt’s 
new National Committee on Farm 
Tenancy and to governors of states 
with a high percentage of tenancy.

50 members of the State commis- 
sion which Gov, J. M. Futrell’ ap-

N BLIND PENSION ACT 


Legislators. Investigating Re- 
vision Necessary to Qualify 
Missouri for Federal Aid. 


Suggestions for legislation en- 
abling Missouri to share in Federal 
funds allotted under the National 
Security Act for State pensions for 
the blind were heard yesterday by 
a subcommittee of legislators meet- 
ing at the Missouri Commission for 
the Blind headquarters, 4342 Mc- 
Pherson avenue. 

After two and a half hours of 
argument between two groups, one 


favoring and the other opposing re- 
laxing of pension requiréments, O. 
K. Armstrong, State Representative 
from Springfield, announced He 
would recommend passage of legis- 
lation leaving intact present blind 
pension laws, but attempting to ex- 
tend aid to more persons. 

Difficulties and arguments of the 
hearing centered around attempts 
to suggest a definition of blindness 
that would satisfy Federal author- 
ities and still restrict applications 
enough to preserve the present law. 
Under terms of the national act, 
the Federal Government matches 
state blind pensions dollar for dol- 
lar, when certain requirements are 
met. 

Present pensioners, who must be 
totally blind, were represented by 
A. J. Myer, an officer of the Cul- 
tural and Service Club for the 
Blind, who maintained that any 
broadening of the definition of 
blindness would destroy the pres- 
ent pension system, termed by him 
the best in the United States. 

There are now listed oh the pen- 
sion rolls 4380 persons who are 
completely blind and who qualify 
for a pension of $25 a month. Al- 
most an equal number are classed 
as “industrial blind,” meaning 
those not completely blind, but with 
sight so defective they cannot be 
gainfully employed in regular in- 
dustry.

HEARING ON CHANGES INDIANA'S NEW DEVICE | 


FOR SAFETY ON ROADS 


State Tries Out Three Types of. 
Highway Ridges to Separate 
Traffic Lanes, 


By the Associated Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 12. — In- 


diana, worried by a rapidly mount- 
ing death rate on its highways, is 
experimenting with something new 
in safety devices—ridges separating 
lanes of traffic moving in opposite 
directions. 


Three different types of the 
ridges are being tested on U. 8S. 
Highway No. 31, a four-lane road, 
between South Bend and the Mich- 
igan line. The lanes for one mile 
are separated by a low, rounded 
concrete curb; another mile has its 
lanes divided by « low, half-moon 
shaped strip of corrugated metal, 
and a thira mile has short, trans- 
verse corrugated metal strips which 
cause a bumping sensation when a 
vehicle passes over them. 

“We are desperate and willing to 
try anything,” said Chairman 
James D. Adams of the State High- 
way Commission. “We must. get 


some way. The riding public must 
help.” The State’s highway death 
list for the first 10 months of the 
year rose to 641, or 64 more than in 
the corresponding period of 1935. 

One of the leaders in Indijana’s 
safety campaign is a man whose 
business is speed—-T. E. Myers, gen- 
eral manager of the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway. He believes that 
there should be a speed limit of 50 
miles an hour, whereas there is no 
limit under the present law. 

A few months ago the Highway 
Commission, in co-operation with 
an electric power company, in- 
stalled lights on a main highway 
in Northern Indiana to reduce night 
driving hazards. Accidents on the 
highway declined immediately. 

In the present lane-separation ex- 
periments, a fourth mile will be di- 
vided by the “cat-eye” reflectors 
such as now are used on curves. 
If the separation of lanes proves 
successful, similar installations are 
planned for other important high- 
ways.

Thomasson, self-declared partici- 
pant in a plot by which Dr. Marsh 
is allegéd to have been 


tion that Mrs. Nellie Tipton 
Muench was the mother of a child 
and that he was its father. 

Because of the lurid career of 
Mrs. Thomasson, nine times mar- 
ried to seven husbands and an un- 
doubted participant in many a 
shady deal, United States District 
Attorney Harry C. Blanton offered 
the rest of the Government’s. evi- 
dence in support of various: phases 
of her testimony. The Government's 
case, carefully and methodically 


noon recess Friday in the- four- 
teenth day of the trial before 
United States. District Judge 
George H. Moore. 

In addition to Mrs. Muench, the 
defendants are her husband, Dr. 
Ludwig O. Muench, Attorney Wil- 
fred Jones, the baby broker, and‘ 
Mrs. Helen Berroyer. 

Two Things to Be Proved. 
Proof of the charge against the 
defendants involves two elements: 
First, that there was such a plot} 
as the Government sets out in its 
indictment, designed to make Dr. 
Pitzman part with money, and, séc- 
ond, that the mails were -used: in 
furtherance ‘of the fraud. Because 
of the very nature of the charge, 
which involves an alleged conspir- 
acy among the four defendants, 
evidence of the evil deeds of any 
one of them in furtherance of the 
plot is binding on all, provided the 
primary connection of each of them 
with the scheme to defraud has 
been .shown. . 

Preceding the appearance of Mrs. 
Thomasson :on the stand, the Gov- 
ernment introduced two classes’ of 
witnesses: First, six whose state- 
ments were designed to show that 
Mrs. Muench falsely represented to 
Dr. Pitzman that she was the moth- 
er of a child of which he was the 
father and that a child -was pro- 
cured in furtherance of the plot; 
and, second, a parade of witnesses 
whose testimony was designed to 
document and confirm Mrs. Thom- 
asson’s story of her movements in 
various phases of the baby hoax. 

Next Mrs. Thomasson was placed 
on the stand, giving an account 
which specifically stated that the 
purpose.of the baby hoax was to 
defraud Dr. Pitzman. She involved 
each defendant in it. The closing 
phase of the Government’s case was 
the testimony of witnesses subpe- 
naed in an effort to substantiate 
her story by proving that various 
phases of it were correct, but not’ 
by proving it in every detail. 

Dr. Pitzman’s Story. 

The first witness, Dr. Pitzman, 
gave his now familiar story of how 
Mrs. Muench told him he was the 
father of a child to be born to her 
as a result of a meeting in O’Fal- 
lon Park in 1934, when they re- 
sumed a relationship which pre- 
viously had been intimate. As a re- 
sult of Mrs. Muench’s representa- 
tions that they were to have a child, 
he testified, he gave her about 
$4000, ending his contributions when 
he discovered he was the victim of 
a hoax. 

Dr. Pitzman also testified that as 
a result of her representations he 
changed his will by a secret codicil, 
to set up a trust fund of $250,000 
for the child he thought was to be 
born to her. Prior to the meeting. 
in O’Fallon Park and before any 
representations of impending ma- 
ternity, he had given her $10,500 
to be used for the most part in her 
defense in the Kelley kidnaping 
case. 

The Government then went into 
the procurement by Jones of the 
so-called Price baby, which died in 
Jewish Hospital July 16, 1935, after 
it had been taken there five days 
before by Jones and Mrs. Berroyer 
from the Muench home. 

Christine Krout, masseuse, told 
how Jones procured the child the 
night of July 10 from its mother, 
Estelle Oberg, unmarried waitress, 
whom Miss Krout had befriended. 

Price Baby to Hospital. 

Dr. Aaron Levy, children’s. special- 
ist, told how he was called to the 
Muench home by Dr. Muench on 
July 11 and there found the Price 
baby in critical condition from an} 
intestinal ailment, so that he rec- 
ommended it be taken to a hos- 
pital. While at the Muench home, 
Dr. Levy testified, he was intro- 
duced by one of the Muenches, he 
did not remember which, to Carl 
Auer, crippled musician who re 
sides with them.

the plot, and of the use by her and 
the defendants of the telegraph and 
long-distance telephone . 
Mrs. ‘Thomasson was on the 


/stand six days, a total of 29 hours, 


of which more than 18 was under 
a grilling cross-examination by 
defense counsel, 


Summary of Testimony. 

Highlights of her testimony were: 

That in March, 1935, she was 
summoned to St. Louis from Filor- 
ida by Jones, “that he had a deal 
on and wanted me to help him 
out.” 

That after she arrived, ghe was 
told by Jones, and later discussed 
with all the defendants, a plot by 


_ which Dr. Pitzman was to be con- 


vinced that he was the father of a 
child .to be represented falsely as 
having been born to Mrs. 
Muench. 

That the purpose of this plot, 
specifically expressed in many 
meetings with the defendants, 
was to get money from Dr. Pitz- 
man, and that the amount $250,- 
000 was mentioned, 

That Mrs. Thomasson was to 
get $5000 for her help in procuring 
a baby, and that later an addi- 
tional $2000 was offered by Mrs. 
Muench. 

That because of illness she had 
to remain in her apartment in 
Chicago and could not help in 
procurement of the Price and 
Ware babies and that Mrs. Ber- 
royer took her place, according to 
the subsequent statement of the 
various defendants. 

That on the night of Aug. 30- 
31, 1935, she assisted Dr. Muench 
in a midnight surgical operation 
on Mrs. Muench, the purpose of 
which was to give evidence that 
Mrs. Muench had borne a child, 
as she had publicly stated prior 
to that time. 

That after Anna Ware had sued 
for custody of her child, then held 
by the Muenches and represented 
as their own, the plot entered a 
third phase, in which Mrs. Thom- 
asson was commissioned to get a 
third baby, to be palmed off as 
the true child of Anna Ware, so 
that the Muenches could keep the 
baby then in their home and later 
taken from them by the St. Louis

Muench, Jones, R. Shad Bennett, 
the attorney, and Bennett’s secre- 
tary were present, and Bennett 
gave her $540 for expenses in get- 
ting the baby. 

That the third phase of the plot 
collapsed when Dr. Reitman de- 
clined to furnish a’ baby, telling 
her and Jones that they were be- 
ing watched by newspaper report- 
era and that the “deal was shady.” 

Other Witnesses. 

After Mrs. Thomasson left the 
stand the Government moved quick- 
ly to its close, presenting evidence 
designed to confirm phases of her 
story. 

Dr. Reitman, former associate of 
Emma Goldman, the anarchist, tes- 
tified Mrs. Thomasson did see him 
about getting a baby, but denied 
she had closed the deal for it. He 
testified that when she arrived in 
Chicago to get a child she was ac- 
companied by Jones, but the phygi- 
cian told her no baby would be fur- 
nished her. 

Two reporters for the St. Louis 
Star-Times told of seeing Mrs. 
Muench, Jones, Mrs. Thomasson, 
Bennett and his secretary at the 
Biltmore the night of Dec. 16-17. 
They testified they saw Mrs. 
Thomasson and Jones drive off in 
Mrs. Berroyer’s car, driven by Mrs. 
Muench’s Negro chauffeur, as Mrs. 
Thomasson had testified, and fol- 
lowed them around the city until 
they lost the trail. in the early 
morning, after which, according to 
Reitman’s testimony, Jones and 
Mrs.. Thomasson went to Chicago. 

Anna Ware on Stand.

Throughout the trial, where ap- 
propriate to the understanding of 
the case, the Government intro- 
duced the letters on which it bases 
its allegation of use of the mails 
in the plot. These included num- 
erous letters between Mrs. Thom- 
asson and Jones, discussing the plot 
in thinly veiled terms, in which 


they called the baby the “pack-/| 


age,” and used the words “blessed 
event” for birth. | 

Other documentary evidence in- 
cluded letters from Jones to Mrs. 
Giordon discussing arrangements 
for Anna Ware to come to St. Louis, 
and several from Mrs. Giordon to 
Jones on the same subject. 
Giordon had been reluctant about 
identifying several of the latter and 
a Department of Justice handwrit- 
ing and typewriting expert was 
placed on the stand to confirm Mrs. 
Giordon’s unwilling identification. 


Also among the letters were five 
from Mrs. Muench to Dr. Pitzman, 
included in the indictment, among 
its nine counts. Four of them, 
written prior to the, inception of 
the baby hoax, protested her un- 
dying love for the physician, be- 
rated him for deserting her and 
importuned him for money. The 
fifth, written in September, 1935, 
protested her regard for him and 
included a portrait which read: 
“My baby will .be proven to be 
mine beyond all question of doubt.” 


Other Documentary Evidence. 

Altogether the Government intro- 
duced more than 100 items of doc- 
umentary evidence, ranging from 
letters to two photographs of Anna 
Ware and her baby, which the jury, 
composed of married men of whom 
10 are fathers, viewed with obvious 
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union strikers on a peace plan pro- 
posed by the employers. Both re- 
fused to comment.

The men wear round-crowned, 
wide-brimmed hats over their 
square-cut hair.

They will 
not even use buttons on their 
coarse-spun woolen garments, using 
hooks and eyes instead. There is 
no embellishment. Even the chil- 
dren—and they are brought along— 
are attired in clothing that dupli- 
cates that of the grown-ups. 

There are long sermons from 
texts of both Old and New Testa- 
ments. Prayers are said and hymns 
sung which date back to the early 
days of the Protestant faith. The 
guests sit on backless benches, the 
men One side of the room, the wom- 
en on the other. 

After the ceremony the men go 
outside for their games, while the 
women prepare the meal. The men 
play “barnyard ball,” resembling 
baseball, but older by sevéral cen- 
turies.

The plant, located on a .7T8acre 
tract to the south and west of the. 
city, has floor space of 400,000 
square feet. It is now employing 
more than 2100 persons in two shifts 
and is producing 1500 complete sets 
of stampings daily for the “unisteel” 
turret-top body by Fisher, which 
are being shipped to assembly plants 
elsewhere in the country. 

Walls Mostly Glass. 

To assure comfort for the work- 
ers, more than 82 per cent of the 
total wall area is of glass. This, 
with the high roof and white, light- 
reflecting interior, assures maxi- 
mum natural illumination by day. 
At night, the same level of illumi- 
nation is provided. 

The plant is fully self-contained, 
being served by its own power 
house, gas house, and a sub-station 
for the distribution of electric pow- 
er brought in by an independent 
high-tension line. ' 

The main manufacturing buildin 
comprises two chief divisions, the 
press shop and the metal assembly 
department. There is also a di 
shop capable of building all the dies 
and tools required for the fabrica- 
tion of the largest automobile body 
stampings. 

Layout of departments and pro- 
duction equipment is based on the 
principle of a straight-line flow of 
materials. All incoming materials 
are routed to the receiving dock 
which occupies a single craneway 
100 feet wide that extends from the 
front of the building to the rear for 
a depth of 525 feet. 

Pressures of 2250 Tons. 

Adjacent to the receiving dock 
and at right angles to it, is the press 
shop with its 10 lines of presses 
arranged in parallel rows, each line 
handling a different type of stamp- 
ing. Some of the largest machines 
of their type in the world are found 
here. Some of them exert pressures 
up to 2250 tons, and weigh 500 
tons apiece. 

A large pit beneath the press 
room floor, to provide a foundation, 
is a large, clear basement area of 
solid, waterproofed concrete, cover- 
ing more than an acre of ground. 
The presses are mounted individual- 
ly on reinforced concrete columns, 
tied together by steel girders that 
form bases for the individual ma- 
chines, 

The metal assembly department 
handles the assembly operations re- 
quired in connection with the fabri- 
cation of the completed turret top 
with the drip shield attached, the 


steel floor, the doors, quarter pan- | 


els, inner and outer shroud assem- 
blies, and the steel center pillars. 
There are 160 welding guns and 20 
large projection welders. One of 
these units produces 18 spots in one 
setting. 


Chevrolet Production 
Of 112,229 Cars in 
November Reported 


Chevrolet’ production for Novem- 
ber exceeded that of any previous 
November in the 25-year history of 
the company. Summaries of official 
figures showed a total of 112,229 
cars distributed from the company’s 
factories. 

Domestic production for the 
month was 95,022; export produc- 
tion, 12,853; and Canadian produc- 
tion, 4354. The total was 3353 cars 
more than the 108,876 produced in 
November, 1835, which was the pre- 
vious record. 

At the same time, company offi- 
cials said, unfilled orders for the 
new Chevrolet are running far 
ahead of last year, with 96,084 cus- 
tomers’ orders still to be met. 

Factory production schedules have 
been stepped up to more than 6000 
cars a day. 

Chevrolet dealers’ retail sales in 
November totaled 108,093 units, set- 
ting a new all-time record both for 
the November and for the 30-day 
period following any new model 
introduction, it was announced. 

The previous record of 92,065 
units was set in November, 1935, 
following introduction of the 1936 
Chevrolet.

Studebaker Driven ) 
879 Miles a Day on 
Oil Economy Run 


In four and one-half days, a 1937 
Studebaker Dictator six sedan, 
driven by Ted Ellis for the Pennzoil 
Co., was driven 4024 miles from Los 
Angeles to the Canadian border and 
return, using only one pint, 15 
ounces of motor oil, and averaging 
28% miles per gallon of gasoline, 

' the entire trip, according to 
Paul G. Hoffman, president of the 
Studebaker Corporation. 

“With the crankcase securely 
sealed by Los Angeles County offi- 


cials, the Studebaker was driven 
over Route 99 to Portland, Ore., a 
distance of 1247 miles, whereupon 
the Oregon State sealer of weights 
and measures found the total con- 
sumption of motor oil to be merely 
three ounces. Only 1% pints of 
motor oil were used in the 2779 
miles covered on the balance of the 
trip,” Hoffman said. 

“Although a range of altitude of 
7000 feet was encountered, the 
temperature of the crankcase never 
exceeded 150 degrees and water 
temperature did not go above 170 
degrees at any time. The hypoid 
rear axle gear and transmission 
needed no lubricant after complet- 
ing the run of 4024 miles at sus- 
tained high speed. .

Preliminary Findings.

H. Douglas, professor of econom- 
ics at the University of Chicago;

and institutional difficulties. 


“The circumstances sur- 
rounding the dismissal of Dr. 
‘Davis present positive elements 
involving academic liberties, 
‘ the rights of the scholar as a 
citizen, and the correct proce- 
dure of the university authori- 
ties in dealing with such liber- 
ties and rights. This is not to 
say that Dr. Davis is without 
faults, but that there is a 
weight of evidence which great- 
ly tips the balance on his side, 
It is, therefore, fitting that the 
American Association of Univer- 
sity Professors should make a 
thorough examination of the 


controversy.”

By 1929 the Duce had put an end to such 
transactions.

Success of Everything 
Ascribed to Mussolini. 


With each year the Italians in public life 
have become more submissive, unanimous and 
adulatory. If the Duce moves he must now 
have two pages of superlatives where one used 
to suffice—often with his name in special 
capitals. For his image and superscription 
miles of wall space and hoarding are now 
required, 
every big company. report of the “ereietene 
rhythm of industry and commerce,” to him 
are due the beauty and vigor of the young, 
the fecundity of human beings and quadru- 
peds, the speed of Fiat cars or Caproni planes, 
scientific discovery, successful archaeological 
research: he is the builder, creator, inspirer, 
‘‘ideator’’ of all that is comprehended in “‘the 
fourth Italy.””. The historians seek materials 
for noble portraits of his father, the turbulent 
blacksmith; of his uncle, who composed dia- 
lect rhymes in Romagna; of his grandfather, 
who sported the rank of Lieutenant in some 
civic guard or militia. The anniversaries of 
the death of his relatives-in-law are observed 
wtih public ceremony. 

The Italians have had long lessons in rev- 
erence with: their tongue in their cheek— 
have knelt to Borgian Popes and lit up their 
towns to welcome ‘Caesars’ from Vienna. 
Eloquent panegyrists .were gathering riches 
in Italy 50 years before the Wars of the 
Roses; their industry has not since lan- 
guished. The Italian can sustain a concert 
of encomium like few, if any other people in 
the world, and will do’so with far less effort 
than slower-tongued people imagine. 


Getting a Crowd Simple, 

Just Use Police and Troops. 

Some time ago an Indian Prince arrived in 

Rome and was given an official welcome. 
Behind the ranks of troops lining the street 
a vast crowd .watched the potentate, who 
smiled in pleasure and perhaps surprise. The 
crowd had been collected by a line of military 
being thrown across in front of the suburban 
station without any notice. Thousands of

Believer in the Duce 
Implicit in His Faith. 

The. dark, slim youth is one of a few 
thousands, or only a few hundreds. He is 
sure that the Duce has found the answer to 
life’s riddle; he will give himself body and 
soul’ to achieve what is set before him. He 
has perhaps passed through the university, 
reading history and philosophy, or is perhaps 
an engineer, or is in some humbler way of 
living. He has never been abroad, has never 
read a foreign newspaper. Or he may, if 
well-to-do, have looked around Paris, only to 
read the signals of approaching social 
catastrophe. 

Amid the millions of voices yelling “Duce, 
Duce,” as the “Founder of the Empire” cele- 
brated various anniversaries this autumn, a 
few were voices from such true devotees. 
Those for whom Fascism is one of life’s ab- 
surd phenomena, exacting lip service and 


but certainly no more.than that minimum, 
cannot altogether account for or explain away 
the young men (and maybe women, too) who 
look forward with gloomy faith to a meaning- 
ful Fascist future. 

At the cost of the violent death of the most 
upright of politicians (Amendola and others), 
of the incarceration of many apostles of social 
reform, the exile or deadening social isolation 
of many acknowledged leaders of ‘thought ‘and 
learning, Italy has achieved a unified com- 
mand of man power, woman power, and re- 
sources for peace or for war. The one great 
country which entered the European war half- 
heartedly, with a large and vocal opposition 
in the rear, and lost grip of the military vic- 
tory through dissensions at home purchased 
cohesion by amputation of its luxuriant out- 
growths of culture and philanthropy. The 
rejected branches are not all withered and 
destroyed. 


Responsibilities of Fascism . 
Under System It Has Set Up. 


Anti-Fascist Italians have been fighting and 
dying in Spain; others proudly maintain their 
spiritual freedom in jails, islands, or the four 
walls of a persecuted home. But the Italian 
nation has long since made the contract and 
paid the price for unity and order, and looks 
now to the Fascist system to execute its 
responsibilities. 

Since political parties, religious reformers, 
free professional associations .are no more, 
the Fascist system must provide everything— 
stabiilty, progress, conversation, reform, ma- 
terial enrichment, spiritual. revelation. To 
still every impatient demand the voice of 
Fascism calls forth a continual reminder 
that Italy is one, indivisible, firmly co-ordi- 
nated and controlled for whatever may be the 
necessary purpose. 

Behind the scenes the men who dave taken 
over this totalitarian responsibility try to 
discover what the purpose is. A Government 
with unlimited powers can indeed achieve 
much that needs little debating about. It 
can exact a higher efficiency in simple tasks, 
eareless of the feelings of those who are 
obliged to be punctual and. to keep on the 
move where formerly no one dared to inter. 
fere with their taking things easy. 


Public buildings and squares are clear. 
Nobody can doubt that the Fascists have 
tidied up and magnificently refurbished the 
national drawing room and the. national front 
door. The traveler leaving Italy for France 
today often notices a’ pleasantly informal 
shabbiness after the glitter of aluminum, 
glass and marble. For Milan, Florence, Siena 
Viareggio have new railway stations of 
startling splendor.

As Missouri Loses $5,850,000. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N the Post-Dispatch of Nov. 29, an ar- 

ticle forecast that State revenue in 
sight for 1937 would fall short of needs by 
$11,500,000. Assuming such a shortage, we 
will find it difficult indeed to care ade- 
quately for our needy and unemployed. 

In the opinion of the League of Women 
Voters, the shortage serves to emphasize 
the short-sightedness of Missouri in fail- 
ing to enact an unemployment compensa- 
tion law to comply with the Federal So- 
cial Security Act. 

With certain exceptions, throughout 
1936 the Federal Social Security Act has 
been levying a tax of 1 per cent on pay- 
rolls of employers of eight or more work- 
men. Had Missouri enacted, or should 
it enact before Dec. 31, an unemployment 
compensation law complying with the So- 
cial Security Act, our employers would be 
eligible for a 90 per cent credit against 
the Federal payroll tax. This amount 
would thereby be made ultimately avail- 
able for unemployed workers in Missouri. 

According to the latest estimate from 
the Social Security Board, the amount 
which Missouri will lose because of our 
failure to enact an unemployment com- 
pensation law prior to Dec. 31 is approx- 
imately $5,850,000. 

Meanwhile, the Governors of Maryland, 
New Jersey, Ohio and Pennsylvania have 
thought the saving to their states of 90 
per cent of the payroll tax of sufficient 
importance to call special sessions this 
very month, in order to pass unemploy- 
ment compensation laws prior to Dec, 31, 
which will make their states eligible for 
the offset against the Federal tax. 

At a time when our revenue is falling 
short of our needs by $11,500,000, the 
League of Women Voters believés that 
our Governor should not scorn a saving 
of a mere $5,850,000.

IN CONTEMPT OF PUBLIC OPINION. 
‘The December term grand jury has defaulted in its 
duty to the City of St. Louis. 

It refuses to investigate the appalling frauds com- 
mitted by election officials in the river front bond. 
issue of September, 1935, exposed by the Post-Dispatch 
in September of this year. ’ 

The reason for this incredible decision.of the grand 
jury is that the river front memorial would be a 
“good thing” for St. Louis and that the jury should 


It is none of the grand jury’s concern whether the 
river front memorial is a “good thing” or not. The 
merits of the memorial are not at issue here. “The 
point is,” as we said last September, “that the ballot 
was basely prostituted, and it is no extenuation to 
plead that. this was done in a worthy cause. The 
end can never justify the means when the means 
strike at the foundations of representative goverh- | 
ment.” : 

We repeat with all possible emphasis another state- 
ment we made at that time: 

It will be to the eternal shame of the city if 

the present occasion is not seized upon by its re- 
sponsible officials for a powerful attack, with all 
the weapons at their command, upon the organ- 
ized corruption that is making a mockery of our 
elections. 
The decision of the December jury was contrary 
to the advice of Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller, 
who strongly urged it to proceed with a probe of 
the river front frauds. It was taken despite the pow- 
erful evidence laid before it by Judge Miller. It 
was taken in defiance of decent public opinion. 

What are the facts surrounding the river front 
bond issue election? We review them briefly. 

Fraud on a large scale was proved beyond per- 
adventure of a doubt. From the evidence, it appears 
that fraud played a major, and perhaps a con- 
trolling, part in the election. Ballot boxes were 
stuffed and incorrect counts were certified. In one 
precinct was reported the unbelievable result of 505 
“ves” votes and none on the other side. A partial 
Post-Dispatch canvass in this precinct revealed 16 
persons who swore they voted “no.” Returns from 
other precincts were almost equally fantastic—270 
to 9, 761 to 11, 398 to 1, and so on. 

On top of this prima facie showing of fraud, it 
was established by the Post-Dispatch that there was 
fraud in each of the 19 wards of the city in which 
the bond issue obtained the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority. These 19 wards, significantly, favored the 
bond issue on the official returns by the amazing 
count of 89,892 to 18,616—almost 5 to 1—although 
in the other nine wards, where about a third of the 
vote was cast, the bonds had only a slim lead, far 
short of the margin required for passage. 

It is incredible that sentiment on the bond issue, 
among one-third of the voters, should have been 
approximately 50-50, and among the other two-thirds, 
5 to 1. Here is the outstanding suspicious circum- 
stance which, standing alone and unsupported by 
other facts, would demand the fullest investigation 
by the grand jury. , 

Such, in barest outline, is the story of one of the 
erookedest elections in the city’s history—an election 
which the grand jury flatly declines to look into. 

The action of the December grand jury stands in 
sharp contrast with the fine services of its prede- 
cessors. The June term grand jury was still sitting 
when the river front bond issue exposure was begun. 
It had worked hard on the frauds in connection with 
the June registration, indicting numerous officials. 
Its term was about to expire. It could not look 
into the river front bond issue election. But it speci- 
fically recommended that the Circuit Attornéy should 
devote his time, with the incoming September grand 
jury and later grand juries, to investigation of the 
1934 and 1936 primaries, and the river front bond 
issue election. Said the report: 


The grand jury feels that if the Circuit Attor- 
ney is allowed to continue his investigation and 
to follow through the campaign in this matter, as 
planned by him in consultation with us, and to 
carry it through without interference or inter- 
ruption, the people of St. Louis will be well 
served and the ends of justice fully met. 


Fresh in the city’s memory is the magnificent 
work of the September grand jury, which indicted 
68 persons for fraud in connection with the August 
primary. This jury was appalled “by the evidence 
of open and blatant fraud” which it discovered. Its 
investigation “proved by overwhelming evidence that 
the people of St. Louis have been robbed of their 
rights of suffrage, the most important possession of 
an American citizen.” 

But the present grand jury is not concerned with 
carrying on the work of assuring honest elections in. 
St. Louis. In effect, it is condoning the widespread 
fraud of September, 1935, on the ground that the 
end justified the means. It is only a blunted sense 
of public morality that could produce such an atti- 
tude of mind. 

The December grand jury stands in contempt of 
public opinion. 
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Trust the British to do everything with the ap- 
propriate touch.

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ESSENTIALS OF GAME MANAGEMENT. 

Louis Spatz, a Jersey County (Ill.) farmer, has 
demonstrated in miniature what states can do on a 
large scale to bring back wild game. Essentially, the 
problem is to provide feed, cover and water. Mr. 
Spatz has planted 20 or 30 acres in clover, which is 
allowed to stand and provide a hiding place for birds. 
Nearby is a field of unhusked corn, furnishing feed 
during the winter months. Several deep lakes fill 
the need for water. As a result, Mr. Spatz has the 
largest flock of pheasants in Jersey County and his 
place abounds in waterfowl, including wild ducks, 
which may be found there almost any time of the 
year. ; 

Numerous other individuals have set themselves up 
as private conservationists with great success. One 
of the most noteworthy is George Wilcox, who owns 
a large tract of timber land, on which there are two 
large lakes, near Stuttgart, Ark. Every fall, wild 
ducks and geese, literally by the million, assemble 
at the Wilcox place. No shot is ever fired into them 
as they rest on the lakes (though Wilcox permits lim- 
ited pass shooting as they fly to and fro), and by 
unerring instinct they come back year after year. 
Though the country around Stuttgart has many lakes 
attractive to ducks, they are used as commercial 
shooting places and the ducks have learned to shun 
them in favor of the Wilcox place. 

Through the passage of Proposition No. 4 at the last 
election, Missouri is entering a tiew era so far as 
wild life is concerned. If the new conservation com- 
mission provides refuges where birds may find feed, 
water and cover, there is no doubt that Missouri can 
vastly increase the game population. 
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A DISTINCTION IN HEIRS. 

In discussing the succession to the British crown, 
some writers and speakers have grown a bit care- 
less in the use of the terms “heir apparent” and 
“heir presumptive.” There is a distinction, and ref- 
erence to the Princess Elizabeth, daughter of the new 
King, as heir apparent is incorrect. 

An heir apparent is one whose claim on the title 
or property depends only on his surviving the holder. 
Thus, Edward when Prince of Wales was heir ap- 
parent of George V. An heir presumptive is one 
who stands next in line at the moment, but whose 
status may be altered by birth of a nearer heir. 
Thus, the new King when Duke of York was heir 
presumptive, for there was still the possibility that 
Edward VIII would have a son who would take prece- 
dence in the line of succession. Princess Elizabeth 
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is now heir presumptive. She is at present first in 
line, but the arrival of a baby brother would place 
her second, 

Now that we have clarified this matter, we hope 
it won’t be necessary to speak of it again.

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i POSITION OF THE IRISH FREE STATE. 

The part played by the Irish Free State in the 
British change of monarchs throws an interesting 
light on that unit of the Commonwealth in its 
progress toward independence. The Free State Parlia- 
ment (the Dail Eireann) has approved a bill ratifying 
the accession of King George VI, but at the same 
time has passed a measure abolishing the office of 
the King’s Governor-General. His duties will be taken 
over by President Eamon de Valera of the Free 
State. This step had been under consideration for 
some time, and De Valera seized for its enactment 
the occasion when it took on greatest significance. 

The whole is an example of the American-born 
President's political finesse. His goal, as he states 
it, is “ultimately to see all of Ireland a republic.” 
He does not rush headlong toward fulfillment, how- 
ever. He negotiates concessions from the British 
Government; he sponsors legislation tending toward 
the centuries-old goal of Irish freedom; he takes 
steps to win foreign nations’ recognition of the Free 
State as a separate entity, : 

For several years, De Valera has been striving to 
Make his country economically self-sufficient. A 
tariff war with England has developed, but the peo- 
ple, under De Valera’s inspiration, seem willing to pay 
the price. He knows full well that a drastic step 
may mean tariff reprisals; hence his diplomatic 
handling of the present situation. An abrupt sever- 
ance of relations with Britain, too, would diminish 
the Free State’s hopes of ultimately winning over 
the six counties of Northern Ireland, where the 
British Government still has a foothold. 

The Free State's relations with Britain are full of 
subtle distinctions. Wssentially, the concept is that

HE abdication of King Edward undoubt- 

edly was received with genuine sorrow by 

the great majority of the British people. 
It is difficult for Americans to understand 
the veneration for the throne that has been 
built up over the centuries in England. 

The crown, indeed, is the symbol of the 
majesty and the unity of the Empire. But as 
Walter Bagehot, the British political author- 
ity, has remarked, abstract ideas do not ap- 
peal to British emotions, and véneration for 
the crown becomes in practice veneration for 
the wearer of the crown, 

The British idealize their royal family, and 
the disillusionment that has come in. the 
case of Edward makes his withdrawal from 
the throne almost a national catastrophe. 


From an objective viewpoint, the change 
of sovereigns is for the better. Edward VIII 
had some attractive human qualities. He was 
democratic and showed a real interest in the 
people of the “depressed areas.” His visits 
to the unemployed in the mining districts 
and his words of sympathy contributed to a 
personal popularity such as his father never 
had. But in general, he showed himself a 
man of slight capacity and of little sense of 
responsibility. 

Bagehot, writing in the middle of the last 
century, spoke of the difficulty in the case 
of a monarch who came to the throne in 
middle age, after the demoralizing experience 
of being Prince of Wales. “A pleasure-lov- 
ing lounger,” he said, “will not begin to work 
as George III worked or as Prince Albert 
worked.” A Prince of Wales is a center of 
social life and adulation, but has no real 
responsibilities to sober him. 

_ Bagehot’s words were prophetic. Edward 


‘ Was sent traveling about the Empire and to 


the United States and South America. But 
the temptation to be a royal playboy over- 
balanced the serious side of these journeys. 
While the facts were concealed from the 
public, they were commonly known among 
newspaper men who were assigned to 
“cover” the Prince’s activities, 

A year and a half ago, American corre- 
spondents in London were wondering how 
such an irresponsible trifler as the Prince 
would get on as King of a realm whose 
people, as H. L. Mencken says, “furiously 
venerate” the old decorums. The answer 
came in the incredible journey Edward took 
over Europe last summer in company with 
Mrs. Simpson, 

A monarch who would so flout the de- 
cencies of his position evidently was unt 
worthy of the confidence of hig people and 
the crown of a great Empire. 


While Prime Minister Baldwin spoke with 
respect and affection of Edward in his in- 
tensely human and moving address in the 
House of Commons Thursday, there is ser- 
jous question whether so irresponsible a 
young man would not have been a constaht 
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This was especially apparent in his liking 
for the Germans and the way in which he 
showed it. Whether Britain should come to 
a close understanding with Hitler was a mat- 
ter for the Ministry to determine, not for 
the King. 

Queen Victoria’s vast experience and na- 
tive sense were of much service to her 
Prime Ministers. But Bagehot, writing in 
her reign, comments that “as far as exper- 
ience , there is no: reason to expect a 
neretilesy series of useful limited mon- 
archs.”’ 


If Edward as King had persisted in the 
course set in the few months of his reign, 
he might have caused serious trouble for the 
Government and for the country. 

Whatever apprehensions might be held 
on this point, however, the King’s fatal defi- 
ciency was shown in the events culminating 
in his abditation. “Above all things,” wrote 
Bagehot, “our royalty is to be reverenced.” 

This feeling is wonderfully strong in En- 
gland. It is fostered by the press. An 
American who was in London in the summer 
of 1935 vividly recalls how shocked a well- 
known British writer was at a chance re- 
mark reflecting upon the conduct of the 
Prince of Wales. The Prince, the English- 
man said, was a man of the highest char- 
acter and extraordinary ability. 

It is recalled that the great Pitt told his 
friends that his knees knocked together 
when he was conferring with his sovereign, 
the stupid George III, and it used to be said 
that at a royal reception, Pitt “bowed so 
low that you could see the tip of his hooked 
nose between his legs.” Even the venerable 
Gladstone used to stand in the presence of 
the Queen. He once wrote his wife of Vic- 
toria’s graciousness in asking him to be 
seated when he saw her after an illness. 

Apparently this fundamental reverence of 
his people was ignored by Edward, He was 
ready to pursue a course that would rock 
the Empire and immensely impair the royal 
prestige so carefully fostered by his father 
and mother, 


In view of all the circumstances, it may be 
said that the abdication, painful as it must 
be to loyal Britons, is fortunate for the Em- 
pire. The new King may have no more 
ability than his brother. At least George VI 
has poise, character and docility. There is 
no reason to suppose he will become a prob- 
lem to his Ministers.

A SHORT HISTORY OF

EVERAL years ago there ap- 
§ peared—and immediately disap- 

‘peared—a very remarkable novel 
entitled “Red Snow.” The author's 
purpose was to show that the vital 
meanings men find, or read into, 
life are based wholly upon futurity. 
Some years earlier Korzybski, elab- 
orating the same idea fn “Manhood 
of Humanity,” had _ characterized 
man as “the time-binding animal,” 
thus distinguishing him from the 
beast and laying the foundation for 
an intelligent approach to our s0- 
cial problems. 

Now Langdon-Davies, convinced 
that we cannot live well in the pres- 
-ent unless we believe in the fu- 
ture, and that we must be sure, 
at least, that we are not working 
towards a future that can never be, 
has undertaken to furnish a viable 
picture of the future based, not 
upon desire, but upon a reasoned 
consideration of all available data.

Briefly, his view is that of the 
philosophical radical, but he dif- 
fers from most so-called radicals 
by insisting that he is predicting 
and not advocating. “This book,” 
he says, “does not describe the fu- 
ture its author would create were 
he God, but rather the future that 
seems probable in the light of un- 
- alterable laws which all life obeys.” 
His conception of those laws, set 
forth in a long and apparently well- 
reasoned chapter, must be left for 
the reader .to discover. But he 
reaches the conclusion that “man 
cannot freely choose between Dic- 
tatorship and Democracy, Commu- 
nism and Fascism, any more than 
an animal can choose between the 
social and the solitary habit.”

As for definite’ prophecies, some 
are as follows: 

There will be no general war in 
Western Europe before 1940, The 
next great conflict “will begin as 
a holy war between Germany and 
Japan on the one side and Russia 
on the other”’—the “holiness” grow- 
ing out of the fanatical “religions,” 
Fascism and Communism. Germany 
will be the next great Communist 
state. 

Democracy, Langdon-Davies as- 
sures us, will be dead by 1950. The 
United States will go Fascist. But 
eventually “the Age of Stupidity 
will be liquidated” over here as 
well as over there. The social idea 
will triumph over the _ individ- 
ual, not because man wished it so, 
but rather as the result of an in- 
evitable evolutionary adaptation to 
machine technique. 

Before the year 2000 all the ter- 
rific, bloody rumpus will be over; 
the world will be socialized; states 
will be “super-biologists,” choosing 
the breeding stock and controlling 
the birthrate. There will be no phys- 
ical want, also no freedom as we 
now conceive it, but more of gen- 
uine freedom, the prophet trusts. 

This picture of the future, drawn 
with considerable detail, is hardly 
calculated to please us of the pres- 
ent. As to this, the prophet remarks 
consolingly that most of us will not 
be living: then. 

But if we can’t do anything about 
it in any case, it does seem that So- 
cial Habit might further oblige us

Jill’s 
problems were many, her emotions 
varied, yet through it all, she re- 
mained a quiet, determined, sort of 
person, making her own decisions 
and somehow or other coming 
through. — 

Just before the war she fell in 
love with Miles Eliot but was pre- 
vented from marrying him by their 
parents’ insistence that they were 
both too young. In 1914 Miles ap- 
plied for service, but was rejected. 
From then on he became a con- 
scientious objector, and was finally 
interned for the duration of the 
war. Jill stood by him, realizing 
that she was not actually in love 
with him.

The volume, containing the nine 
short plays of his current reper- 
tory, reveals him often at his best. 
In a preface, he states that all the 
plays were written specially for 
this new venture, that there was 
“no unworthy scuffling in cup- 
boards and bureau drawers in 
search of forgotten manuscripts 
and no hurried refurbishing of old, 
discarded ideas.” His artistic pur- 
pose he sets down as a desire to 
“reinstate the one-act play in its 
“rightful pride.”

All this may be accepted at its 
face value, in view of Mr. Cow- 
ard’s standing in the theater and 
his reputation for adroit dramatur- 
gy.

JOURNEY WITHOUT MAPS. By Graham 
Greene. (Doubleday, Doran G Co., Gar- 
den City, N. Y.) 


HERE are two journeys here, 
T reany, either of which alone 

would have been sufficiently in- 
teresting to justify the labor of the 
writing. This book is a record 
of the author’s trip afoot across 
the republic of Liberia. But it is 
also, and perhaps primarily, the 
tale of his perilous trek into his 
own psychic wilderness. The two 
themes develop concurrently 
throughout the book, and interact 
until finally they blend and become 
one. 

In its external aspect, “Journey 
Without Maps” is a narrative as 
vivid and dramatic as a good novel, 
for Mr. Greene is an artist, sensi- 
tive to impressions from the world 
about him. Liberia, Africa, the trop- 
ics, pressed their shape and peculiar 
character into the author’s soul, and 
his book is a reflection of the 
changes that these effected.

As guides on the Liberian journey 
the author had two maps, both ex- 
tremely inaccurate; but for the sec- 
ond and more important journey 
there were available no maps what- 
ever. No satisfactory guides exist 
to lead one through the midnight 
regions of the mind. And it is 
these darkest parts that Mr. Greene 
explores. His object is to uncover 
the elemental soul stuff which is his 
in common with all the rest of hu- 
manity, to bore downwards until he 
reaches the universal bedrock of the 
soul, On that foundation, it would 
seem, something firm and inde- 
structible might be built. 

If it can be done, however, Mr. 
Greene will have to do it. His work 
is wholly personal; very interesting, 
but practically quite useless to any- 
one other than himself. He makes 
no general statements, and his in- 
trospection is as unself-conscious as 
one could wish. All his analyzing is 
given to us, living, incomplete, not 
always quite comprehensible, just as 
it came to him, in images and phys- 
ical sensations.

THE DAVOS MURDER. By Emi! Ludwig;

ILHELM GUSTLOFF, German 

Nazi leader and organizer in 

Switzerland, was’shot to death 
last February at Davos by a Jewish 
student from Yugoslavia, who de- 
clared that he acted to avenge the 
persecution of his people in Ger- 
many. The trial of this youth, 
David Frankfurter, began last 
Wednesday. This psychological 
study of the murder and the mur- 
derer by Emil Ludwig, exiled Ger- 
man historian, is hence of timely 
interest. 

By tracing the career of the frail 
and sensitive young man, the writer 
makes plain how his horror over 
the Jews’ sufferings in Germany at 
last became an obsession that 
moved him to kill the highest-rank- 
ing Nazi he could reach. Ludwig 
goes On to recount other murders 
of this type. Representatives of 
persecuted peoples have previously 
killed leaders among their torment- 
ors, he points out, and the courts 
usually have freed the _ slayers. 
Finally, he suggests that the Swiss 
court acquit Frankfurter.

Ludwig’s plea is a forceful one. 
He does not consider one point, 
however: that the slayer, by his 
act, helped bring about intensifica- 
tion of the Nazi campaign ‘against 
the Jews. The Nazis, of course, 
have made a great issue of the 
crime, and acquittal of the killer 
May be expected to bring fresh 
atrocities in Germany.

The heart of this sincere Ilinois- 
an’s findings is that the only way 
out of our economic impasse is to 
put the unemployed millions to work 
on great public works projects, He 
reasons that public works alone are 
non-competitive with private indus- 
try and that only employment pro- 
vided by them will not come into 
competition with men already in 
precaricus jobs. But Mr. Keller 
would not accept just any project 
regardiess of merit. The public 
works he has in mind must be “na- 
tional improvements well-planned 
and efficiently executed.” 


Incidental to this main conclu- 
sion, the author offers a supple- 
mental program for a national so- 

cial and economic policy which aa 
for the prevention of child labor 
and the eradication from the busi- 
ness world of exploiters, profiteers 
and gamblers, among other. things.

He contends 
that this would eliminate unemploy- 
ment, strikes and lockouts, give 
flexibility to business and make for 
a freer and more serviceable world 
economy. He would not confine his 
Utopia to the United States but 
make it world wide by developing

For Keats Lovers 


A WALK AFTER JOHN KEATS. By Nel- 
son S. Bushnell. (Farrar G Rinehart, 
New York.) 


EATS was 22 when, with his 
K triena Charles Brown, he went 

on a walking tour up the west 
coast of England and Scotland. 
The tour was not remarkable in 
itself and it seems to have had 
small effect on his poetry, but to 
all students and lovers of Keats 
nothing that occurred in his brief 
lifetime can be unimportant, and 
this excursion preserves a melan- 
choly interest for taking place at 
that period when his health and 
prospects were bright. Endymion 
had just been published, the liter- 
ary critics had not begun their 
violent attack, and Keats had vet 
to meet Fanny Brawne and expe- 
rience the love affair that was to 
engulf him. He could not know that 
in less than three years he would 
die in Rome of tuberculosis. 

The book at hand describes a 

literary pilgrimage over the same 
route, made by an American col- 
lege professor who kept faithfully 
to the old roads, the inns and even 
the side excursions which marked 
the poet’s journey. It is the story 
of his own adventures on the road. 
The reader learns that the weather 
in Western England has not im- 
proved since Keats’ time, that 
the cottage continues to open its 
door to the wayfarer, and that the 
Highland diet is still laid on the 
stern foundation of oatmeal and 
whisky. 
A map is:included, and the au- 
thor interrupts his own account 
with extracts from Keats’ letters, in 
which the poet describes that same 
day's journey. It is these extracts, 
ardent and hastily written, that 
were his guide. ~—D, W. Parks.

Roughly, the tiees of Shelley's 
mental development traced 
Grabo are from materialism to 
Platonism; from rationalism to the 
neo-Platonic theory of intuition as 


the means of divining ultimate | 


truth; from atheism to Pantheism 
and an acceptance: of the ethical 
teachings of Jesus; from a preoccu- 
pation with reform propaganda to 
metaphysics; from ebulient opti- 
mism to aching disillusionment. 
His mature philosophy, says Grabo, 
is more Platonic than anything else, 
stressing Love as the instrument 
by which the will is freed. 


Anyone reading this masterly 
analysis of Shelley’s mental history 
must agree that he was indeed far 
in advance of his time. He saw as 
clearly as if he had descended full- 
grown from a saner planet into the 
midst of the poverty and tyranny 
of his time. He thought thoroughly 
and painfully, and his political theo- 
ries were courageously original, 
His philosophy, compounded as it 
is of many schools of thought, seems 
to contribute little that may be 
called new. But granting him to 
be a thinker—even a great one— 
and a great reformer, he still will 
remain, for most people, a greater 
poet. “To a Skylark” is dearer to 
the world than “Speculations on 
Metaphysics.” 

To admire him more as a poet 
is not, however, to decry his im- 


}portance as reformer and philoso- 


pher. Shelley, so unfortunate in 
his friends and his biographers, has 
at last a champion of his ideas who, 
like the wind the poet invoked,

Sixth Time This Year Says 
Dodge Corporation Report 
for November,

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—For the 


sixth time this year, the last three 
in consecutive months, the volume 
of private construction exceeded 
the total for public projects, F. W. 
Dodge Corporation said in report- 
ing today the figures for Novem- 
ber. 

The total was $208,204,200 for the 
37 eastern states covering both pub- 
lic and private jobs, against $188,- 
115,000 for November, 1935, and. 
$225,767,900 for October this year, 

Of the November, 1936, total 
about 58 per cent represented pri- 
vate projects, the remainder being 
public. For November, 1935, private 
construction. accounted for _ less 
than 40 per cent of the total. 

Residential building amounted to 
$68,440,700, compared with $39,- 
695,200 for November, 1935, and $79,- 
664,200 the preceding month. Non- 
residential building was $65,895,300 
against $68,080,300 for November 


Heavy engineering projects un- 
dertaken during November amount- 
ed to $73,868,200 against $80,339,500 
for November, 1935, and $67,032,400 
last month. ; : 

Construction started during the 
first 11 months of 1936 amounted to 


$2,475,600,300 compared with $1,-/ 


580,408,400 for the corresponding 
period of 1935. Of the 1936 cumula- 
tive total, $736,136,500 was for resi- 
dential building; $880,303,700 for 
non-residential building; while the 
remainder went for heavy engineer- 
ing projects. For residential build- 
ing the improvement over 1935 now 
stands at 70 per cent while for non- 
residential building the gain is al- 
most 60 per cent. °

FOR 1936 PLAGED 
AT$700.000,000 


Represents Increase of 70 
Per Cent Over That of 
1935 — Mortgage Insur- 
ance Swells Volume. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12— 
The Federal Housing Administra- 
tion will close the year with ap- 
proximately $700,000,000 in new busi- 
ness on its books for 1936, accord- 
ing to figures made public today 
by Administrator Stewart McDon- 
ald. 

This represents. an increase in 
total business of about 70 per cent 
over 1935, due entirely to mutual 
mortgage insurance, the permanent 
part of the program. The volume 
of mortgage insurance in 1936 will 
be more ‘than two and one-half 
times that of 1935. 

Since it began operations in 1934, 
the Federal Housing Administration 
had transacted a total volume of 
business of $1,125,839,240 up to De- 
cember 1, 1936. This includes home 
mortgages accepted for insurance, 
modernization and repair notes in- 
sured and commitments on large 
scale housing projects. This in- 
eludes home mortgages in process, 
amounting to $70,411,046, and large- 
scale housing projects examined but 
not accepted for insurance. 

Two Billion for Modernization. 

In addition, it is estimated that 
the program of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration has generated 
over two billion dollars worth of 
modernization and repair work, 
which does not show in its own 
records. Careful check-ups have 
disclosed that for every dollar of 
repair work insured by the Feder- 
al Housing Administration approxi- 
mately $4 have been spent on jobs 
paid for in cassh or by other fi- 
nancing methods, 

The Federal Housing Administra- 
tion itself lends no money. The 

business on its books represents 
private capital supplied by banks 
and other financial institutions. 
The entire operating cost of the 


Housing Administration to the na- 


tional Government from its begin- 
ning up to Dec. 1 has been $22,- 
619,065. This does not include in- 
surance claims paid to lending in- 
stitutions on defaulted moderniza- 
tion and repair notes, which are 
paid for from a separate insurance 
fund established by the National 
Housing Act. Up to Dec. 1, ‘these 
insurance claims, less collections, 
amounted to $5,293,714. 

The major part of the expendi- 
ture for operations was uséd to 


carry out the modernization and re- 


* pair program under Title 1. Much 
of the remainder was devoted to 


laying the foundation for the in- 


sured mortgage system. 

Revenue is now coming into the 
Federal Housing Administration 
through mortgage insurance pre- 
miums and valuation fees at the 
rate of around $500,000 a month. 
This will increase as the volume of 
business grows. 

Insurance Fund, $15,000,000. 

The Housing Administration’s 
mutual mortgage insurance fund in 
the Treasury now stands at over

PHILADELPHIA, Déc. 12 — Ed. 
win H. Dressel, superintenden; of 
the Philadelphia Mint, the 
and largest, announces value of 
United States coins struck yp to 
Dec. 1 as $28,926,787. The pre 
high value in any one year (1919) 
was $13,849,610. : 

These figures Dressel said do ng 
include foreign coinages. 

“In 1932 we shipped for circu 
tion just $30 in coins,” he 
“Now they are ordered as fast as 
we can produce them. On thre 
successive days recently we shipped 
coins valued at $1,000,000. 

“We've had to abandon work op, 
our foreign orders because the law 
requires us to make United States 
coins first. We've been Working 
three shifts, 24 hours a day fo» 
several months.” 

Dressel said the nature of the 
coinage indicates “a great upswing 
in business.” 

Larger Coin: Wanted. 

“In 1919, our previous top year" 
he said, “we produced 48,000.09 
United States silver coins and 452. 
800,000 nickels and pennies. 4}. 
ready this year we have more than 
doubled our silver coinage record 
with 114,800,000 pieces, while the 
production of nickels and pennies 
dropped to 360,000,000. People want 
the larger coins.” 

He said further indications of 
business improvement were in the 
annual dollar value of United 
States coins sent out for circulg.' 
tion. 

“In 1928,” he said, “we shipped 
out $7,000,000. It jumped to $9. 
000,000 in 1929 only to drop to $1. 
250,000 in 1930. The decline came 
fa.t in 1931 when we shipped out 
$419,000, and in 1932 with our ree 
ord low of $30. It jumped from $1, 
500,000 in 1933 to $20,000,000 in 
1934, and to $24,000,000 last year.” 

He said the low shipments in 
19382 caused the mint vaults to be 
jammed with coins of all denomi- 
nations. That year 14,000,000 pieces 
were coined. The next year, with 
shipments increasing, the surplus 
coinage was put into circulation, 
No silver coins were made in 1933, 
however. The Mint turned out only 
$14,000,000 in pennies. 

Foreign coinage for Cuba and 
Venezuela totaled 30,000,000 pieces 
up to Nov. 21, Dressel said. in 
1919 37,800,000 foreign coins were 
minted. 

Not everyone in the Mint is en- 
gaged in the coin making business, 
The Mint has its own machine 
shop for tool and machinery mak- 
ing. There is a sewing room where 
the bags for the coins are made, 
Aprons, asbestos gloves, spats and 
armlets for the workers also are 
produced in the sewing room, only 
to be burned or - elted up after 
they are worn to recover any of 
the precious metals that might 
have adhered to them. 

The loss of metal is very slight, 
Superintendent Dressel said. The 
floors of the Mint are made of 
wooden blocks which are taken up 
at various times, burned and the 
metal recovered from them, The 
workers also must walk over a spe- 
cial rough floor which wears away 
the soles of their shoes. The resi- 
due is reduced to recover any 
metal. | 

The process of making coins in- 
cludes first the making of a plas 
ter model of the coin from which 
the stamping die is made. Molten 
metal is made into ingots which 
are run through a rolling machine 
while still hot and made into strips. 
From these strips blank discs are 
stamped. The blanks are fed into 
a machine which stamps the de 
sign. All coins are weighed and 
inspected and imperfect coins sort- 
ed out. They are then counted and 
bagged for shipment.

Q. In your column “Questions 
Before the House,” you answered a 
question concerning waiting for 
the cold water to drain from a hot- 
water system. In your answer you 
suggested the installation of a re- 
turn pipe for the establishment of 
a circulating system. How could 
this be applied to a 1936 model 32- 
gallon per hour storage type of 
water heater? 

Both the cold water inlet and 
hot-water outlet are at the top of 
this heater, There is only about 18 
inches clearance between the top 
of this heater and the basement 
ceiling and there is about 30 feet 
of pipe between kitchen sink and 
heater that presents this problem. 

L. K., Normandy, Mo. 

A. In order to make your system 
a circulating hot-water system it 
would be necessary to put in return 
water pipes, insulating these pipes 
thoroughly. Then a booster pump 
would have to be installed to keep 
the water circulating. With a cir- 
culating system the gas would be 
burning at all times. We suggest 
that you consult your dealer _re- 
garding the cost of installation.

Q. Our bathroom toilet backs up 
occasionally. We use a plunger 
and then it is all right for a while. 
Have had three new bowls put in, 
had vent pipe cléaned out, still 
plumber cannot find cause.

A. The trouble may be in the 
length of drain pipe from the fix- 
ture to the street sewer. Cleaning 
this pipe may be the answer to 
your problem.

Factors cited as providing markets with bullish impetus includ- 
ed further favorable dividend actions, sustained momentum in heavy 
industry, a new peak for power production, expansion of retail trade 


and a gain in freight shipments. 


Analysts expressed encouragement over the occasional breadth 


of buying which filtered into rails, metals, steels 


shares. 

On the other hand wide buying 
in low-priced issues attributed to 
the public was not liked in some 
circles. These observers said _ it 
signified too much speculative ac- 
tivity. \ 

Debate on Interest Rates. 

In investment circles debate on 
the outlook for interest rates was 
revived. Coming on the heels of 
recent opinions in high places over 
the trend of money rates, a speech 
by Chester C. Davis of the Board 
of Governors of the Federal Re- 
serve System commanded wide at- 
tention. 

Emphasizing he spoke for him- 
self alone, Davis said he opposed a 
boost in interest rates as a means 
of checking “speculative inflation.” 

Most Wall street observers, be- 
lieving the speech mirrored the at- 
titude of the Federal Reserve 
Board, interpreted it to mean the 
board contemplates no departure 
from the low money rate rut. 

Just so long. as interest. rates re- 
main low, they hold, prices of bonds 
should remain comparatively | 
steady.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—Industrial 
activity marched up to the highest 
level since 1929 during the latest 


week, 15 per cent above the com- 
parable rate a year ago. 

The Associated Press seasonally 
adjusted index, with 1929-30 equal 
to 100, advanced to 99.6 from 99.2 
last week and 86.7 in the same pe- 
riod in 1935. 

Gains over last year provide a 
statistical measure of recovery dur- 
ing the 12 months’ period. Residen- 
tial building showed the widest up- 
swing with a 54.6 per cent advan- 
tage. The low level at the start of 
the year was partly responsible, al- 
though the shortage accumulated 
during,the past six years was cred- 
ited with supplying most of the im- 
petus. 

Steel mill operations were the 
best since May, 1930, and 37.4 per 
cent above last year’s figure. 
Marked revival of heavy industry 
touched off this improvement. 

Electric power output established 
a@ new record peak, scoring a 13.7 
per cent upturn.

CHAMPION 

CAN'T MEET 
JOE LOUIS 
AS PLANNED 


New York Commission 
Forces Title Holder to 
Give German First 
Charice at World Crown 
in Bout at Long Island 
Bowl.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—Champion 
Jim Braddock and Max Schmeling 
signed contracts today with the 
New York State Athletic Commis- 
sion for a 15-round world’s heavy- 
‘weight championship fight on Juns 
3, in Madison Square Garden’s Long 
Island Bowl and thereby brought 
to an end a seance of haggling 
which started yesterday and was re- 
sumed this morning. 

The commission, which at one 
time during the proceedings de- 
manded a winter fight and later 
threatened to call the whole thing 
off, beat the champion and chal- 
lenger into line without losing a 
point, even stipulating that Brad- 
dock could not go through with a 
proposed no-decision bout with Joe 


Louis before’ meeting Schmeling. 
Any other fighter would do, the 
board said—but not Louis, who is 
second in line for the challenger’s 
spot. 

This was written into the con- 
tracts along with a proviso “that 
$25,000 be deducted from the win- 
ner’s end of the title fight, binding 
him to a defense in this country 
within six months. It was inti- 
mated in this connection that the 
Braddock-Schmeling winner would, 


| therefore, fight Louis for the title 


in September. 


Gould’s Protest Overruled. 

The commission left the princi- 
pals no choice in the matter today, 
ordering that they meet on the 
terms as stated above. A protest 
by Joe Gould, Braddock’s manager, 
against the barring of the proposed 
Louis bout was promptly ruled out 
by the commission, along with 
other objections. 
| The wrangling resumed with the 
opening of today’s session, was car- 
‘ried through almost to the moment 
of signing—which took place an 
hour after they first agreed to sign. 
Schmeling actually signed at 2:15 
o'clock and Braddock two minutes 
later. - 


With that formality over, and 
everybody concerned relieved, 
Braddock announced that his imme- 
diate plans call for a four-round 
exhibition with his sparring part- 
ner, Jack McCarthy at Buffalo, on 
Dec. 28, and Schmeling said he 
would leave next week for Ger- 
many. The former champion, how- 
ever, will return here in February 
for an exhibition tour, he revealed. 

Completion of the title fight was 
something of a victory for Schmel- 
ing, who rushed here from Ger- 
many. Thursday to make a plea be- 
fore the commission that contracts 
originally signed be recognized and 
the Braddock-Louis bout be banned. 
Bout Postponed From September. 

Both men previously weve signed 
soon after Schmeling knocked .out 
Louis. Braddock, at that time, 
asked that the proposed match, set 
for last September, be postponed 
on account of an attack of arthritis 
which took him into temporary re- 
tirement for a long siege of treat- 
ment. 

The commission refused to ac- 
cept the original contracts because 
they had not been placed on file 
with the commission, and until to- 
day’s ‘action definitely sewed up a 
place for Schmeling against Brad- 
dock, the German apparently was 
being shunted aside. 

If Braddock had gone through 
with the Louis bout before meeting 
Schmeling and suffered a knockout, 
Louis would have been recognized 
as champion, and Schmeling would 
have been left holding the sack. 

The promotional stackup remains 
the same, with the Garden, holder 
of Braddock’'s contract, teamed up 
with the Twentieth Century Sport- 
ing Club, which obtained Schmel- 
ing’s services for future bouts when 
he was signed to meet Louis.

him a chance to provide a real test 
for Louis if it does not turn out to 
be one of those nights when Eddie 
is not interested in boxing.

Pack is another Negro heavy- 
weight who came along at about 
the same time as Louis and through 
the same school, the Golden Gloves. 
Many have considered him the 
equal of Louis. Lorenzo seemed to 
have an edge on Simms in their 
fight and at one Stage of the fight 
rocked him so hard with a right 
hand that it appeared Simms would 
hit the canvas. He didn’t, however, 
and was there at the finish fighting 
hard. The draw decision proved 
unpopular with the crowd, 

Have Fought Same Men. 

Simms has tought some of the 
men whom, Louis has met. Louis 
knocked out Hans Birkie in 10 
rounds and Birkie held Simms to a 
draw in 10 rounds. But any fights 
with Birkie may be tossed out the 
window as those who saw him box 
Al Stillman at the Coliseum some 
years ago will attest. Birkie is a 
cautious, careful counter puncher 
who never makes a lead. So he 
makes himself and his opponent 
look bad, 

Simms won a decision from Al 
Ettore in 10 rounds last year, while 
Louis knocked Al out in five 
rounds in Philadelphia a_ short 
time ago. 4 

They both fought Natie Brown 10 
rounds, Louis winning a decision, 


and Simms losing. Louis stopped 
Charley Massera in three rounds, 
while Massera won a decision over 
Simms in 10 rounds in 1934. 

However, Louis has never fought 
Simms and that, after ali, is the 
only reai test between two men. 

No doubt Simms is on the down- 
ward slope of his career while 
Louis, his supporters contend, has 
not reached the peak. 

Seeking His Twenty-seventh Kayo 

Joe will be seeking his twenty- 
seventh knockout in 32 fight as he 
has won 30 of 31 scraps, 26 of his 
victories being by knockouts. He 
has won four decisions and has 
been knocked out once, by Max 
Schmeling. 

Since the Schmeling debacle, 
Louis has fought three times. He 
knocked out Jack Sharkey in three 
rounds, Al Ettore in. five and 
George Brescia in three rounds. 

None of these men really put 
the Bomber to the test, but there 
are many boxing critics, who con- 
tend that Louis lost something 
through the Schmeling knockout 
which he has not got back since. 
In two of the three bouts in which 
the writer saw him since it ap- 
peared that Louis was very anx- 
ious to get them over with a knock- 
out, that he took more punches 
than he formerly took and swung 
more carelessly and missed more 
punches than he did before Max 
got to him in the twelfth round at 
the Yankee Stadium last June. 

It has been said that he still is 
a sucker for a righthand punch, but 
it seems unlikely that his crafty 
trainer, Jack Blackburn, has not 
devised a defense against it by this 
time. It may be that Simms will 
provide an answer to the theory 
although Eddie’s best hand, at 
least in his good fight here with 
Lewis, was his left.

Outstanding Players Picked 
from Schools of Between 
500 and 1000 Enrollment 
by Associated Press. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—This year’s 
“Little Ali-America,” selected by As- 
sociated Press survey from the 
gsmall-college footballers who romp 
the gridirons from coast to coast, 
presents an aggregation of talent 
that belies its designation. 

With a line averaging 200 pounds 
and 6 feet 2 inches, from end to 
end, clearing the way for a quartet 
of unusually versatile ball-handlers, 
the team’s manpower qualifies for 
competition in any league. 

The selections represent the pick 
of players who annually perform 
without benefit of ballyhoo or head- 
lines, except for such recognition 
they get in their own bailiwicks or 
when they tackle the bigger fellows. 
From their ranks each year pro- 
fessional teams gather talent that 
often steals the big league ‘show 
from more illustriously built-up All- 
America performers. 

With the exception of Norman 
Cooper, captain of the Howard 
(Ala.) team and choice for center 
on the 1936 “Little All-America,” 
the selections have been made from 
colleges with a student body well 
under the 1000 mark. Most players 
represent schools with less than 500 
undergraduates. 

Two Notable Exceptions. 

Dividing lines, however, have be- 
come increasingly difficult to draw, 
on the basis of either the size of 
the student body or the competitive 
class involved. For “Little All 
America” purposes Western Re- 
serve, although not playing in a 
major conference, has been omitted 
because of the size of its enrollment, 

On the other hand 
colleges like Colgate and Gonzaga, 
with less than 1000 students, com- 
pete in the so-called big leagues and 
likewise have been passed up in the 
accompanying selections.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12. 

T was Christmas eve, 1917, in the 

midst of the World War when 

Mrs. Wilson handed her husband 
a little gift. It was from the com- 
mittee in charge of the Theodorus 
Bailey Myers Mason House, the 
war relief center of the Woman’s 
Naval Service. The package that 
the patriotic women who had pre- 
pared it called a “Christmas Good 
Cheer Bag,” and more than 50,000 
of them had gone to the men in 
service overseas. One went to Pres- 
ident Wilson as commander-in-chief 
of the Army and Navy as visual 
evidence that the women of Amer- 
ica had not forgotten the American 
soldiers at the front. 

With the eagerness of a small 
boy the President unwrapped his 
Christmas Good Cheer bag. Within 
it were little comforts and gifts, 
trench mirror, pocket comb, chew- 
ing gum, tooth paste, handker- 
chiefs, games, writing paper and 
envelopes and several other items 
wrapped in a bright colored com- 
fort bag. He declared that it was, 
his best Christmas gift that year 
because it told him that the men 
under his command. were, indeed, 
not forgotten by the peopie of the 
land. 


HAT a President feels on 
Wonristmas day in the White 
House was expressed once by 
President Theodore Roosevelt in a 
letter he sent in 1902 to a young 
friend, now James A. Garfield of 
Cleveland, son of the former Presi- 
dent of the United States thanking 
him for a gift. The letter follows: 
“Jimmikins: Among all the pres- 
ents I got, I don’t think there was 
one I appreciated more than yours; 
for I was brought up to admire and 
respect your grandfather, and I 
have a very great fondness and es- 
teem for your father. It always 
seems to me as if you children 
were being brought up the way that 
mine are. Yesterday Archie got, 
among his presents, a small rifle 
from me, a pair of riding boots 
from his mother. He won't be able 
to use the rifle until next summer, 
but he has gone off very happy in 
the riding boots for a ride on the 
calico pony Algonquin, the one you 
rode the other day. Yesterday morn- 
ing at a quarter of seven all the 
children were up and dressed and 
began to hammer at the door of 
their mother’s and my room, in 
which their six stockings, all bulg- 
ing out with queer angles and ro- 
tundities, were hanging from. the 
fireplace. So their mother and I 
got’ up, shut the window, lit the 
fire, taking down the stockings, of 
course, put on our wrappers and 
prepared to admit the children. 
But first there was a surprise for 
me, also for their} good mother, for 
Archie had a little Christmas tree 
of his own Which he had rigged up 
with the help of one of the carpen- 
ters in a big closet; and we all had 
to look at the tree and each of us 
got a present off of it. There was 
also One present each for Jack the 


dog, Tom Quartz the kitten, and 
Algonquin the pony, whom Archie 
would no more think of neglecting 
than I would neglect his brothers 
and sisters. 

“Then all the children came into 
our bed and there they opened their 
stockings. Afterwards we got 
dressed and took ‘breakfast, and 
then all went into the library, 
where each child had a table set 
for his bigger presents. Quentin 
had a perfectly delightful electric 
railroad, which had been rigged up 
for him by one of his friends, the 
White House electrician (Irwin H. 
Hoover, ‘Ike’ Hoover of later days), 
who has been very good to all the 
children. | 

“Then Ted and I, with Gen. Woo 
and Mr. Bob Ferguson, who was a 
lieutenant in my regiment, went 
for a three hours’ ride; and all of 
us including all the children, took 
lunch at the house with the chil- 
dren’s aunt, Mrs. Captain Cowles, 
Archie and Quentin having their 
lunch at a little table with their 
cousin Sheffield. 

“Late in the afternoon I played 
at single stick with Gen. Wood and 
Mr. Ferguson. I am going to get 
your father to come on and try it 
soon. We have to try to hit as light 
as possible, but sometimes we hit 
hard, and today I have a bump 
over one eye and a swollen wrist. 
Then all our family and kinsfolk 
and Senator and Mrs. Lodge’s fam- 
ily and kinsfolk had our Christmas 
dinner at the White House, and 
afterward danced in the east room, 
closing up with the Virginia reel.”

Striking Contrast. 

In the main the earlier paintings 
are grouped together on the north 
wall of the large gallery, where 
both canvasses and frames form a 
striking contrast with the paintings 
of later years. Most of the earlier 
paintings are characterized by na- 
uralism and subdued colors. They 
are shown in grandiose gilt frames 
and shadow boxes. On the other 
walis are the modern paintings in 
brilliant, striking colors and in 
frames subordinated to the pictures. 

There are among the older paint- 
ings some which would not be out 
of place if hung with the more re- 
cent work. 

Nowhere is the contrast between 
the old and the new more marked 
than in two pieces of sculpture, 
on by the late R. P, Bringhurst, a 
character member of the guild, the 
other by his son, Walter S. Bring- 
hurst, which stand side by side. The 
Father’s piece is a bronze bust of 
Mrs. Bringhurst, done in the con- 
ventional Victorian manner. The 
son’s is a sleek ebonized female fig- 
ure in the modern style entitled 
“The Faun.” 

Art Museum Lends Works. 

Paintings in the “retrospective” 
group were difficult to assemble be- 
cause many of the artists are not 
known to the younger generation 
and their works are largely pri- 
vately owned. Several were bor- 
rowed from the City Art Museum, 
some were supplied by the artists, 
and others were lent by their pri- 
vate owners.

OUT SOCIAL SECURITY BLANKS 


Postmaster Urges Adults Under 65 

Years Old Including Jobless to 

Seek Benefits. 

Postmaster M. Rufus Jackson 
called attention yesterday to the 
fact that under present regulations 
next Tuesday is the last day for 
filing Social Security Act applica- 
tions through the local postoffice 
and postal stations. He urged all 
adults under 65 years old to file 
registration forms, including those 
unemployed. Until Dec, 15 the forms 
may be sent to the Postmaster post- 
age free. 

The applications when properly 
filled out serve the purpose.of reg- 
istering the applicants under the 
old-age benefit provisions of the 
Federal Social Security Act. All em- 
ployed persons, with few excep- 
tions, will be eligible at the age of 
65, but not before Jan. 1, 1942, to 
receive monthly pensions in propor- 
tion to the amount of their earnings 
when employed. Persons not now 
employed may become eligible on 
entering employment later. 

Wages of included employes will 
be subject to the new income tax 
of 1 per cent effective Jan. 1, re- 
gardless of whether or not they 
register. Their employers are _ re- 
quired to deduct the tax from their 
wages.

NOTHER move in the plans of 
Av national networks to com- 

pete with European stations for 
the Latin-American radio audience 
will be made at 1:15 o'clock tomor- 
fternoon, when the first ex- 
change of formally prepared educa- 
tional programs between South | 
America and this country will take 
place in the American School of the 
Air period on the CBS net and 
KMOX and on the Argentine sta- 
tions, This program will come 
from Buenos Aires, Argentina, and 
will consist of folk music and other 
features. All announcements will 
be made in English. 

The American School of: the Air 
eriod Tuesday will be broadcast 
on the CBS network and KMOX 
and sent out by short wave for re- 
ception in South America. 

A series of educational broadcasts 
from abroad is planned for the 
School of the Air broadcasts, begin- 
ning Tuesday, Feb. 4, from 1:30 to 
1:45 p. m., and continuing each week 
at the same time until April 29, 
the end of the semester. 

The Feb. 4 program will come 
from London. In succeeding weeks 
the traditional music of various 
European countries will be present- 
ed from Paris, Rome, Budapest, 
Prague, Warsaw (or Cracow), Ber- 
lin (or Vienna), Stockholm, Copen- 
hagen, Amsterdam, Glasgow and 
Dublin, in the order given. 

This series, which will mark the 
first time that radio’s trans-Atlan- 
tic facilities will be used on a sus- 
tained weekly basis for educational 
purposes, is to consist of music na- 
tive to the countries in which the 
broadcasts originate—music which 
will be familiar as well as music 
which will be new to listeners in 
the intermediate grades for which 
the programs will be designed.

Medical Society Bulletin Says 
Assistant Should Be, 
Physician. 


f 


An editorial in the. Bulletin of the 
St. Louis Medical Society, issued 
yesterday, condemned the appoint- 
ment of a dentist as Deputy Cor- 
oner by Coroner Louis R. Padberg 
and urged Dr. Padberg to replace 
this assistant with a physician. 

Dr. Padberg, who was elected in 
November and took office recently, 
said he had no comment for the 
present, when his attention was 
called to the editorial by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 
His deputy, now serving, is Dr. J. 
A. Perry, dentist. 

A second place as deputy has not 
been filled. It has been retained 
temporarily by Harold H, Schulz, a 
deputy in the preceding adminis- 
tration and son-in-law of Dr. Pad- 
berg. 

The society's editorial said: “We 
read with dismay that the newly ap 
pointed Deputy Coroner is a dentist. 
While having only respect for our 
great brother profession, we think 
this a great error.” Continuing, the 
article recalled that the society 
urged election of a physician as 
Coroner and was pleased that both 
Dr. Padberg, a Democrat, and his 
Republican opponent were physi- 
cians. 

“We thought then,” it was added, 
“that the affairs of the Coroner's 
office must of necessity be in good 
hands and said no word in the elec- 
tion campaign. We think now that 
organized medicine has been be- 
trayed. There are many physicians 
who would gladly accept the posi- 
tion of Deputy Coroner and who 
are by their very training fitted to 
intelligently cdnduct inquests. A 
chief duty of the Deputy Coroners 
is to hol dinquests. For some time 
it has been the custom for Soroners 
to engage physicians to make au- 
topsies. The medical profession in 
the past has made clear its prefer- 
ence for a physician as Coroner.

Prosecuting Attorney Finnegan 
Seeks Court Interpretation 
of State Closing Law. 


A test case is to be made to de 
termine whether delicatessen stores 
may remain open on Sundays with- 
out violating the State law limiting 
storekeepers to the sale of drugs 
and “immediate necessities.” 


The plan for a test case on deli- 
catessen goods was announced yes- 
terday by Prosecuting Attorney 
James P, Finnegan, following a con- 
ference wih district police captains 
on the Prosecutor's order for strict 
enforcement of the Sunday law. 

In 1930 police sought to enforce 
a city ordinance against delicates- 
sen shops, but the proprietors ob- 
tained an injunction in Circuit 
Court preventing the police from in- 
terfering with the sale of prepared 
foods. Finnegan is seeking to de- 
termine whether the courts will 
hold that delicatessen products are

UNTIL NEXT FALL 


Mayor Says Measure Pre- 
sented to Aldermen 
Won’t Give Relief to 
City This Winter. 


ADVISES UNHURRIED 
ACTION ON MEASURE 


Head of Belleville Mine 
Owners Opposes Ordi- 
nance—E. J. Wallace, 
St. Louis Dealer, Favors 
It. 


No relief from the usual winter 
smoke pall could be expected this 
geason from the anti-smoke ordi- 
nance sponsored by Mayor Dick- 


mann, which was introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen Friday, the 
Mayor said yesterday. 

The bill, which includes a pro- 
vision requiring that low grade 
‘ goft coal be treated to remove part 
of its smoke-producing content be- 
fore sale in St. Louis, should be 
considered unhurriedly and “calm- 
ly,” he added. He thought passage 
within the next few months would 
make it possible to set up the re- 
quired organization and develop an 
educational program before next 
fall. 

Mayor’s- Two Points. 

Mayor Dickmann repeated his 
views expressed in a letter to the 
board, which was read at the intro- 
duction of the bill by President 
William L. Mason. The Mayor said 
he was much concerned about two 
problems presented by the smoke 
situation. 

One was to avoid placing a hard- 
ship on the poor by making neces- 
Sary an increase in the price of 
low-grade coal. The other was to 
prevent an economic loss by ex- 
cluding coal from Southern Iili- 
nois, which is an important part 
of the St. Louis trade territory. 

How Coal Men View Measure. 

The coal trade looked on the pro- 
posed ordinance from different 
viewpoints. E. J. Wallace, St. Louis 
coal dealer, haiJed the bill as one 
which should command the support 
of the industry. He suggested some 
minor amendments. 

Clarence G. Stiehl of Belleville, 
president of the St. Clair-Madison 
Counties Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion, contended the required wash- 
ing of coal would entail a prohibi- 
tive expense for producers of low 
grade fuel and increase the retail 
price about 50 per cent. In the 
Belleville district, he said, not more 
than half the producers could af- 
ford participation -even in estab- 
lishment of a co-operative washer. 

About 85 per cent of the coal 
mined in the Belleville district is 
marketed in St. Louis. 


HOW TO MARK DINNER CHECKS 
TO AVOID UNNECESSARY TAX 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Cites Example for Restaurants 
and Clubs. 

The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue has called to the attention 
of club, restaurant and hotel man- 
agements the necessity of separat- 
ing food charges and excess charges 
on dinner checks in order to avoid 
unnecessary taxation. 

The following example was cited 
by the Commissioner: 

A hotel conducts a New Year's 
Eve party at $6 a plate. The regular 
price of the dinner is $3 and the 
additional $3 is for favors, music 
and other extra expenses. Unless a 
separation of the charges is noted 
on the invitation or admission 
ticket, the tax is 60 cents at the

SERCT, LEONARD BLAKE 
RETIRED ON PENSION 


Thirty Years a Policeman, De» 
tective Who Solved Fur Rob- 
bery of 1921. 


Detective Sergeant Leonard E. 
Blake, who walked some of the 
toughest beats in the city when he 
joined the department in 1906 and 
who turned in the tip that led to 
solution of the $50,000 fur robbery 
of the Leppert-Roos Fur Co, in 
1921, has been retired on pension 
at his own request after 30 years 
of service. 

Advised} that western sunshine 
would improve his sinus ailment, 
he has gone to Phoenix, Ariz., 
where he will ride a beat of his 
own in an automobile trailer, “just 
taking things easy” in an effort 
to recover his once robust health.

WOMAN STUDENTS GET BEST 
GRADES AT WASHINGTON U, 


They Haye Lead in College of Lib- 
eral Arts Except in Junior 
Class. 

Woman students of the Washing- 
ton University College of Liberal 
Arts earned better grades than men, 
except in the junior class, in the 
second semester of the 1935-36 col- 
lege year, it was announced yester- 
day by Dean Frederick W. Shipley. 
The women’s general grade aver- 
age was 1.4485 and the men’s 1.3282,

In his letter to Henry Miller, 
president of the Terminal, Connors 
said that many complaints had been 
received from owners of property 
adjacent to the creek, protesting 
against the sewage, and cited Illi- 
nois sanitary laws giving the city 
power to compel railroad compa- 
nies to keep open drainage ditches 
under railroad tracks so that stag- 
nant water would not be permitted 
to stand and so that natural drain- 
age shall not be impeded. 

Connors also directed the WNa- 
tional Stockyards Co. and the North 
American Provision Co. at National 
City to discontinue discharging 
sewage from the Bogard avenue 
outlet into Cahokia Creek. Connors 
said that if the companies failed to 
take voluntary abatement action, 
the State Sanitary Water Board, 
which has jurisdiction over sources 
of stream pollution, “would have no 
alternative but to proceed in ac- 
cordance with law.” 

Col. Walter M. Smith, chief en- 
gineer of the Division of Water- 
ways, in a formal report of his 
findings on stream pollution made 
to the East St. Louis City Council, 
declared the creek a natural wa- 
terway, and said there were three 
principal sources of pollution. The 
Bogard avenue sewer, leading from 
the North American Provision Co. 
at National City, was reported dis- 
charging the largest volume of 
sewage. City sewers emptying into 
the creek at Division and Trend- 
ley avenues, whose by-pass gates 
were closed tightly by the city, 
were reported. to be leaking, and 
it was recommended that both out- 
lets be closed permanently with 
concrete plugs. 

The engineers also reported ob- 
serving a numbe rof private out- 
lets, among which were thoes of 
the Terminal and Big oF ur shops. 
It was recommended that all pri- 
vate sewers be found and users 
ordered to make proper connec- 
tions to public sewer systems. 

Old Cahokia Creek meanders 
gouthwards for four miles through 
the western part of East St. Louis, 
emptying into the river near the 
Municipal bridge. It begins in Na- 
tional City, where the new diver- 
sion canal cuts off its headwaters 
by tapping into the original creek 
and diverting the flow westward 
to the river.

Please 
don’t get the impression that I've 
mentioned an empty Sauterne bottle 
to make it sound difficult—like the 
little boy adding the elephant to the 
riddie—any transparent bottle with 
a tight cork will do.

@ A MIXED green salad, when 
garnished with finely chopped beets 
and hard-cooked eggs, earns the 
pretty name “Chiffonade.” This 
salad can always be a novelty, be- 
cause you can select different greens 
from time to time for the salad. 
Here is the list to choose from: 
Lettuce, romaine, escarole, chicory, 
dandelion, watercress and endive. 

Wash and dry thoroughly the va- 
riety of greens you wish to serve 
and keep them in the refrigerator 
until well chilled. Just before serv- 
ing put them in a salad bowl and 
sprinkle over the top one hard- 
cooked egg, finely chopped, and two 
tablespoons of chopped beets, Add 
one-half cup of French dressing and 
toss lightly until mixed. 

Possibly the most popular salad 
dressing among men is Roquefort 
cheese dressing—-poured liberally 
over hearts of lettuce or romaine. 
This type of salad is always served 
individually and since it is salad 
and cheese combined, it should come 
On as a separate course.

HERE IS the way I go about 
making the dressing for this “hefty” 
salad: Cream one-quarter pound of 
Roquefort cheese by forcing it

However, if you like to see little 
pieces of Roquefort on top of your 
salad, then don’t use the sieve—but 
with the prongs of your trusty fork 
crumble the,cheese until it is the 
size that you would like to have it.

Traditions. 


ORWAY is a land of ancient 
N customs and traditions. Traces 

of customs prevalent in Viking 
days are found in the Christmas 
festivities now observed through- 
out the land, especially in the rural 
communities. 

Preparations for Christmas begin 
well before the first week in De- 
cember. The house must be cleaned 
from garret to cellar. Floors and 
woodwork must be scrubbed and 


rubbed to bring out their natural) 


grain and colors. Handwoven rugs 
and drapes must be beaten and 
dusted. Stoves, andiréns and ket- 
tles must be polished until they 
mirror their surroundings. But, 
above all, the pantry must be 
stocked with a large variety of 
choice cookies and other good 
things to eat—and all this takes 
time. 

Berlinerkranser are the aristo- 
crats of the Norwegian cookie jar. 
If properly stored, they are always 
ready for any emergency or occa- 
sion. For a sweeter cookie, increase 
the sugar to 1% cups, and add fla- 
voring as desired. 


BERLINERKRANSER 
Four egg yolks, hard cooked 
Four egg yolks, beaten until thick 
One cup sugar 
Two cups butter 
Four cups sifted flour (about) 
Two egg whites 
Two tablespoons water 
Crushed loaf sugar 
Force hard-cooked egg yolks 
through fine sieve; add beaten egg 
yolks and one-half cup sugar and 
beat until smooth. If butter is very 
salty, wash it in cold water to re- 
move part of salt, then cream until 
soft and smooth. Beat in remaining 
sugar and egg yolk-sugar mixture. 
Gradually stir in flour until dough 
is smooth, using hands when it be- 
comes too stiff to stir. Chill. Force 
dough through cookie press, using 
plate with round die about three- 
eighths inch in diameter, or roll 
dough on board in pencil-thick 
sticks, cut in three-inch lengths and 
shape in rings with ends crossed. 
Dip tops in egg white beaten with 
water until frothy, and _ sprinkle 
with crushed loaf sugar. ‘ (Place 
egg white and water in shallow 
saucer.) Place on ungreased baking 
sheet and bake in moderately hot 
oven (375 degrees to 400 degrees F.) 
for eight to ten minutes, or until 
delicately browned. 

These paper-thin, rolled wafers 
with their elaborate scrolls are as 
tempting on a cooky tray as they 
are fragile looking. Krumkaker or 
cornucopias are baked in a special 
waffle-like iron. If one is not avail- 
able, try dropping this rich mixture 
from a teaspoon on the lightly 
greased bottom of an inverted bak- 
ing pan; spread with knife into 
thin circular shapes and bake in 
moderately slow oven (325 degrees 
F.) about 10 minutes, or until deli- 
cately browned. Remove and shape 
at once, top side out, over handle 
of spoon. 


KRUMKAKER 

Four eggs ~~ 

One cup sugar 

One-half teaspoon crushed carda- 
mom seeds 

One-quarter teaspoon vanilla 

One-eighth teaspoon almond ex- 
tract. 

One cup butter, melted 

One tablespoon konjakk (brandy) 

Two and one-quarter cups sifted 
flour 

Beat eggs until light; gradually 
beat in sugar, then flavoring. Stir 
in melted butter, brandy and flour. 
Place one teaspoon in center of 
moderately hot krumkake iron and 
press iron together tightly.

Serve plain, or 
fill with whipped cream or ice 
cream and serve as dessert. Ap- 
proximate yield: 50 cookies.

Christmas cakes are produced 
that their number is bewildering. 
Every section of the country has its 
specia] bake and some cities dignify 
a cake by its name. 

For a long time after their large 
immigrations to this country, the 
Germans clung lovingly to the tra- 
ditions of the Fatherland. The 
Christmas tree and the celebration 
on Christmas eve did not give way 
to the stocking on Christmas morn, 
nor did the fruit cake and plum 
pudding supplant the Christmas 
cakes. 

In the United States, the customs 
of all nations are readily amalga- 
mated and sectional and even. na- 
tional lines soon disappear. In the 


iS Germany so many varieties of 


was adopted by the Americans and 
some form or modification of the 
German Christmas cake is now to 
be seen in every bake shop. 

Hansel and Gretel houses of Leb- 
kuchen (with dolls to represent the 
old brown witch and the children), 
square white anise cakes, called 


springerle, honey or molasses cakes 
decorated with almonds, and the 
delicious cinnamon star, are known 
to all of us and frequently in homes 
where there is no trace of German 
ancestry, a plate of German Christ- 
mas cakes is passed to visitors at 
holiday time. 

This is what the kitchen at home 

in my childhood invariably pro- 
duced. First of all, the honey or 
molasses cakes. These were later 
arranged on the bottom of the cake 
plate. Over the Lebkuchen, we 
placed springerle and little flat 
anise cakes made with the left-over 
yolks (as were also the butter 
cakes formed by the letter 
“S”). Then came the more delicate 
and decorative nut cakes. The plate 
was decorated with some chocolate 
mice or some bonbons in bright 
wrappings and topped- with a piece 
of holly. 
Are you ready for the feast? Be- 
gin with German honey cakes for 
the dough for these must be made 
in advance. 


German Honey Cakes

Roll out the dough (it may 
be necessary to warm it) and 
spread it to the thickness of one- 
fourth inch in shallow greased 
pans.

Lemon Icing 

Whip until stiff: 

Two egg whites 

One-eighth teaspoon salt 

Sift and add sufficient: powdered 
sugar and grated rind and juice of 
one lemon to make the icing a good 
consistency to spread. 

If these cakes have a tendency 
to become hard, place an apple in 
the cookie jar. If you wish to 
soften only a small number, put 
them in the bread box for 12 hours.

Christmas Chocolate Bars 

Soft two and three-fourths cups 
(1 pound) of brown sugar. Beat 
until light, six small eggs or five 
large ones.

Add one-fourth 
cup hot water, cream or coffee, 
one-eighth teaspoon salt, 


Remove these ingredients from 
the fire. When they are cool add 
one teaspoon vanilla. 


Sift and add gradually two cups 
powdered sugar. Slightly less sugar 
may be required. Stir the icing un- 
til itis a good consistency to spread. 
One-fourth cup cocoa may be sub- 
stituted for the chocolate. In that 


case, combine it at once with the 
hot water and butter. One egg may 
be substituted for the water, etc. 
Remove the icing from the fire be- 
fore the egg is added. When the 
icing is firm, cut the cake into bars. 


Cinnamon Stars 


Sift two cups sugar; whip until 
stiff six egg whites; one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt. Add the sugar gradual- 
ly. Whip these ingredients well 
(The old recipes say for 45 min- 
utes.) Add one teaspoon cinnamon, 
one teaspoon lemon rind, two table- 
spoons lemon juice (optional). Whip 
constantly. Reserve one-third of the 
mixture. Fold into the remainder: 
One pound unblanched almonds, 
ground, Flour a board lightly. Pat 
or roll the dough to the thickness 
of one-third inch. Cut the cakes 
with a star or other cutter. Glaze 
the tops with the reserved mixture. 
Bake the cakes on a greased tin in 
a slow over, 325 degrees.

Add a slice of onion, 
stalk of celery, sprigs of parsley and 
a small bay leaf. Simmer until the 
soup is reduced to one quart. Strain 
and set aside to cool.

VEAL PROVINCALE 

Have two veal cutlets cut three- 
quarters inch thick. Pound to make 
tender. Dip in seasoned flour and 
cook slowly in butter until browned 
on both sides and tender. Simmer 
one-half pound of sliced mushrooms 
in butter with one finely minced 
clove of garlic. Add four large 
peeled and diced tomatoes. Season 
with salt, pepper and celery salt 
and let simmer about 20 minutes, 
adding some minced parsley and one 
glass of white wine. Pour over the 
cooked cutlets. Garnish platter 
with water cress. 

FRIED OKRA RINGS . 

Select one and a half pounds of 
fresh okra and slice. Dip in a mix- 
ture made of two-thirds cup of milk 
and two beaten eggs; then dip in 
corn meal to cover, seasoned to 
taste with salt and pepper. Saute 
in butter until golden brown on all 
sides. 

SCALLOPED POTATOES 
WITH LEEKS | 

Six leeks. 

Two cups of sliced cooked pota- 
toes. 

One cup of cream sauce, 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

Cut the leeks crosswise in one- 
inch slices and wash in warm water. 
Cook, covered in a small amount of 
boiling salted water until tender. 
Drain. Arrange alternate layers of 
sliced potatoes, leeks, cream sauce 
seasoning with salt and freshly 
ground black pepper, having the 
créam sauce on top. Dot with but- 
ter and bake in a medium hot oven 
about 20 minutes. 


SPICE CAKE RING 

Three eggs. 

One scant cup of sugar. 

One cup of pastry flour. 

One teaspoon of grated bitter 
chocolate. ‘ 

One-half teaspoon of cinnamon. 

One-half teaspoon of soda. 

One-fourth cup of boiling water. 

Dissolve the soda in the boiling 
water. Beat the egg yolks until 
very light, add the sugar gradually 
and beat until lemon colored, then 
add the water and soda. Sift the 
flour and spices three times, then 
add to the first mixture and beat 
hard. Lastly fold in the stiffly 
beaten egg whites. Bake in a 
floured and buttered ring mold in a 
moderate oven about 30 minutes. 
Unmold and cool. Fill center with 
frozen apple sauce, 


FROZEN APPLE SAUCE 
To two cups of unsweetened ap- 
ple sauce add four tablespoons of 
sugar and one-third cup of orange 
marmalade. Fold in one cup of 
whipped cream. Freeze to a mush 
in refrigerator tray or freezer.

HE City of Adelaide, in particu- 
lar, and all South Australia, in 
general, are having celebrations 
in honor of the hundredth anniver- 
sary of the arrival of some settlers 
from England who made their stay 
permanent. The celebrations are be- 
ing supplemented by a stamp exhi- 
bition which was opened Oct. 20 
under the name of the Seventh 
Australasian Philatelic Exhibition. 
In connection with the centenary 
a set of three stamps was issued, 
the design of which has been criti- 
cized for its enormous amount of 
detail, It consists of a composite 
picture showing on the left the orig- 
inal site in 1836; on the right, King 
William Street, Adelaide, in 1936; 
and in the center the Old Gum Tree 
at Glenelg under which the procla- 
mation of settlement was read by 
Capt. Hindmarsh, on Dec. 28, 1936.

JOHANN GEORG NAGELI is 
one of the persons whom philately 
honors who is so obscure that no 
mention is made of him in the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica. Switzerland 
honors him by placing his portrait 
on one value of the “pro juvente” 
(for the children) anti-tuberculosis 
semi-postal issue of this year. 

Students of music may know that 
Nageli, an eminent music publisher, 
was born near Zurich on May 16, 
11738. He died there Dec. 26, 1936. 
In 1792 Nageli started a music busi- 
ness in Zurich and became im- 
mensely successful. 

Nageli interpolated four bars of 
his own into one of Beethoven's 
sonatas, for which Beethoven later 
forgave him when they became very 
good friends. Nageli’s compositions 
were vocal choruses for church and 
school use. He founded and was 
president of an association for the 
encouragement of music; and, also, 
was a great adherent of the system 
of education propounded by Pesta- 
lozzi.

@ BRITISH EMPIRE collectors 
are undergoing a philatelic stock 
exchange scramble due to the sur- 
prise issue of the King Edward 
stamps overprinted of the Interna- 
tional, French and Spanish Zone 
Agencies in Morocco. 

The belated issue of the 4p sur- 
face printed stamps of King George 
has been followed by an unexpected 
overprinting of the short issues of 
the King Edward VIII. It has been 
stated that the stamps, by mistake, 
were sent to the printer for sur- 
charging, and the 24d brings $2.50 
according to London quotations. 
Whether further printing of these 
stamps will be made is not known; 
and, if not, every subscriber to new 
issue service has received the best 
present since the one-piastre Egyp- 
tian Jubilee which now brings $15 
unused and $25 used per stamp of 
original five-cent face value.

Wallis saw her aunt, 
Mrs. D. Buchanan Merryman, fre- 
quently and visited the Barnetts at 
their country estate, “Wakefield 
Manor.” 

Rhoda Fullam and her sister, 
Marianna Sands, were back in 
Washington, and at their home 
Wallis Spencer’s circle of friends 
was considerably widened. She met 
the younger members of the army 
and navy set and the diplomatic 
torps. She began to be seen about 
at dinner parties, at teas and recep- 
tions at the Embassies and Lega- 
tions. | 

It was the time when the “Soix- 
ante Gourmets” held a prominent 
place in Washington social life. The 
“Soixante Gourmets” was a lunch- 
eon club, composed of 60 of the 
younger foreign diplomats — the 
charge d’affaires and _ secretaries 
from the various Foreign Offices— 
who met each mid-day at the Ho- 
tel Hamilton. Each member was 
expected to bring a woman guest, 
and a huge table, extending entirely 
down one side of the dining room, 
was reserved for the club. 

The talk at “Soixante Gourmets” 
luncheons invariably was lively and 
entertaining, conducted in three or 
four languages—French, Spanish, 
Italian—all within earshot. A young 
woman fortunate enough to be & 
guest might find herself seated with 
young Baron von Plessen on one 
side and Don Gelasio Caetani, Ital- 
ian Ambassador, nearby. - Across 
the table might be Pete de Sibour, 
one of the founders of the club, and 
Jules Henry of the French Foreign 
Office. Harold Sims of the British 
Embassy was almost sure to be pres- 
ent. So was Felipe A. Espil, today 
the Argentine Ambassador. 

Wallis Spencer appeared at 
“Soixante Gourmets” luncheons fre- 
quently. She was often seen, too, 
with Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Neil- 
son. For a time when the Neilsons 
left Washington to return to their 
home in New York, Wallis Spencer 
took their apartment. The Neil- 
sons’ friends thought it amusing 
that so many people made com- 
ments on the fact that “Freddy” 
looked so very much like the Prince 
of Wales. The resemblance, as a 
matter of fact, was striking.

N Washington, too, began Wallis 

Spencer’s friendship with Ethel 

Noyes, daughter of Frank B. 
Noyes, president of the Associated 
Press, and sister of Frances Noyes 
Hart, the author. Ethel Noyes mar- 
ried Willmott Lewis, later knighted 
by King George V, and she is known 
today, both in America and Europe, 
for her wit. No beauty, out-spoken, 
Lady Lewis said of the honors con- 
ferred upon her husband, “Well, it 
took King George to make a lady 
of me!” 

Wallis Spencer and her friends 
frequently were guests at dinner at 
the home of Harold Sims, who, a 
bachelor, had an imposing house 
and gave many large parties. His 
reputation as a host was enhanced 
by the presence of an ultra-English 
butler, Jones, about whom stories 
are still current in Washington. 
Harold Sims’ home was one in 
which lady guests were never 
served any beverage stronger than 
wine. He disapproved of women 
drinking cocktails and highballis 
and, while the grog tray was 
brought about for the men, the 
ladies sipped their Barsac and wa- 
ter.

a home in Georgetown with Mrs. 
Luke McNamee, whose husband, ab- 
sent on duty, was chief of the naval 
intelligence office. .Later Captain 
McNamee was naval attache of the 
American Embassy in London, and 


still later, as Rear Admiral Mc- 


Namee, was ordered home to com- 
mand the destroyer squadron of the 
battle fleet on the Pacific. For sev- 
eral years he was president of the 
War College at Newport, R. I., re- 
signing in 1934 to become chairman 
of the International Telephone & 
Telegraph Corporation. Mrs. Mc- 
Namee, daughter of Admiral Swin- 
burn, is well known for her portrait 
paintings of children. 

The little house where Wallis 
Spencer and Dorothy McNamee 
lived in in Georgetown was unim- 
pressive, viewed from the street. In- 
side it was charming. Here, in- 
formally but attractively, the great 
names of Washington society were 
entertained. Here there was sure 
to be sprightly conversation of all 
that was new in politics and art 
and literature and events of the 
day, both at home and abroad. 

In 1923:Wallis Spencer made her 
first trip to Europe. She went with 
numerous letters of introduction, 
and. in Paris joined Ethel Noyes. 
On her return from this trip, 
Wallis Spencer announced a deci- 
sion. Lieut. Spencer was still sta- 
tioned at Shanghai. Wallis had 
made up her mind to join him and 
seek a reconciliation. 

Her mother, married for the third 
time and now Mrs. Charles Gordon 
Allen of Washington, dreaded to see 
her daughter go. She said to a 
friend, “It’s such a long way and 
such a strange place—Shanghai. 
But I’ve always let Wallis make her 
own decisions and I’m not going to 
try to influence her now. I wouldn't 
want her to stay because she 
thought I wanted her to. She 
mustn’t know how I feel about it— 
but I’m afraid for her and I’m afraid 
no good will come of this trip.’ 

But Wallis had made up her 
mind to go to China. And so bags 
were packed and tickets purchased 
and, amid farewells and with char- 
acteristic composure, Wallis Spen- 
cer set off for the ancient land of 
the Manchus. 

It was the beginning of a new 
chapter in her life.

THE YEARS 1925 and 1926 in 
Wallis Spencer’s life were a tale of 
two cities. Cities as unlike as any 
two on this earth—Shanghai, China, 
and Warrenton, Va. 

Shanghai, the Oriental seaport, 
with its million and a half popula- 
tion, its teeming harbor, Jjts 
astounding mixture of poverty and 
opulence, of ancient civilization and 
modern commerce, of Buddhist 
temples and Hollywood motion pic- 
tures, “the most cosmopolitan city 
in the world.” 

Warrenton, where 1450 souls, com- 
prising the population, go their 
pleasant, prosaic way, farming fer- 
tile fields set amid rolling hills, rid- 
ing and hunting in season, and giv- 
ing little thought to the rest of the 
world. 

Shanghai and Warrenton— 

Wallis Spencer knew them both, 
and made a place for herself in 
each. 

In Shanghai, Lieutenant and Mrs. 
Spencer were entertained a good 
deal. The Army and Navy set gave 
parties. There were luncheons and 
teas and sight-seeing trips. The 
Spencers took an attractive flat and, 
from her maid, Wallis learned to 
speak a few Chinese phrases — 
enough to make shopping easier and 
to give directions when she rode in 
rikshas. | 

And, for a time, it seemed that 
the purpose of her trip had been 
accomplished. There is no doubt 
that the lieutenant and his wife 
both made sincere efforts to patch 
up the raveled course of their do- 
mestic life. Older, wiser, they did 
try—both of them—to avoid the 
m es of the past. | 

Lieut. Spencer was obliged to be 
away much of the time. When some 
new friends, Mr. and Mrs. Herman 
Rogers, asked Wallis to visit them 


in Peiping, she accepted the invita- 
tion. The Rogers are Americans 
who spend their time in whateve” 
part of the globe seems most at 
tractive. Their friendship wit: 
Wallis Spencer has continue. 
through the years. They were to 
meet later on the French Riviera. 
Still later—in September, 1936— 
when King Edward VIII, returning 
from his summer cruise on _ the 
“Nahlim,” entertained a group of 
friends at Balmoral Castle, the 
names of his guests were flashed 
around the world by news services. 
The list included—besides’ the 
King’s brothers, the Duke of York 
and the Duke of Kent, and their 
wives, the Duchess of York and the 
Duchess of Kent, and other titled 
guests—Mrs. Ernest Simpson, ‘the 
former Wallis Spencer, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Herman Rogers. 

That visit in Peiping was a pleas- 
ant one. At the American Embassy 


there were friends Wallis Spencer 
had known in Washington, others 
with whom she had mutual ac- 
quaintances. She went to “at 
homes” in Chinese gardens that 
looked like picture postcards, to Le- 
gation receptions where Japanese, 
German, Scandinavian and Italian 
ministefs and attaches bowed and 
paid courtly compliments and san- 
dalled servants passed trays of 
food. The Rogers took their guest 
to visit ancient temples and palaces, 
to the cinema that, in Peiping, is 
as important as the opera or the- 
ater, to shop in the “silk street” and 
“jade street.” 

The influence of that year in 
China was to stamp itself indelibly 
on Wallis Spencer. An indication 
of this is the famous photographic 
portrait of her made by Man Ray, 
the French artist. In this photo- 
graph, she wears a coat of Chinese 
cut. She is standing against a dark 
background and her face, turned 
slightly, has the dignity and fragil- 
ity of a Chinese princess, pictured 
on a priceless bit of porcelain.

ODAY, in her London home, 
T there are numerous reminders 

of her stay in China. There is 
a handsome screen, standing in the 
entrance hall, and, in the drawing 
room two beautiful porcelain fishes. 
There are lacquer and porcelain 
boxes and bits of brocade. In China, 
too, Wallis Spencer began her col- 
lection of “lucky” elephants—tiny 
figures carved of ivory and jade 
and turquoise and a dozen other 
substances, Her favorite colors are 
the Chinese shades—unusual blues, 
jade, amber, soft browns, flame and 
the pink of rose quartz. 

From Peiping Wallis Spencer re- 
turned to Shanghai, and the months 
drifted on. At the end of a year 
she and Lieut, Spencer faced the 
conclusion that was inevitable. 
They decided that, for each, it was 
best to end their marriage; 

They said farewells, knowing that, 
this time, they were to be final, and 
Wallis sailed for America.

was unimportant except for a 
single event. She went to dinner at 
the home of an old friend, Mrs.

Two of the other guests that eve- 
ning were Mr. and Mrs. Ernest 
Simpson. Ernest Simpson, a tall, 
well-set-up man with English color- 
ing—blue eyes, light brown hair 
and mustache—was employed by 
the ship-chartering firm of which 
his father was a member. Mrs. 
Simpson, the former Mrs. Dorothea 


‘Parsons Dechert, was the daughter 


of Arthur Webb Parsons and a’ 
great-granddaughter of a former 
Chief Justice of Massachusetts. The 
Simpson had been married if 1928 
and had a daughter. 

Wallis Spencer saw the Simpsons 
once or twice after that. She met 
a number of other people in New 
York, did some shopping, saw some 
plays, and returned to Warrenton. 

She had not intended, when she 
went to the little Virginia town, to 
make it her permanent residence. 
But she enjoyed it there. She 
found she liked it better the longer 
she stayed. Frequently she saw her 
old friends from Baltimore and 
Washington. 

She went to Baltimore for the 
Maryland Hunt Cup Race, joining 
a group of friends from Pittsburgh. 
One of them was Elizabeth Key 
Lioyd, now Mrs, Morgan Schiller, 
and later the group drove. to Wye 
House on the Hastern Shore, owned 
by. the Lloyd family. 


Wye House is a famous pre-Rev- 


olutionary country house. The orig- 
inal house, built in the seventeenth 
century, was burned and rebuilt be- 
fore the Revolution. Some of the 
smaller buildings, still standing, 
are of seventeenth century con- 
struction, The orangery, back of 
the house, is said to be one of the 
finest examples of Georgian archi- 
tecture in America. Wye House is 
famous, too, for its box hedge 
labyrinth. All of the furnishings in 
the house are original colonial 
pieces, and lighting, by night, is. by 
means of lamps and candles. 

The place abounds in traditions 
and has rooms that are believed to 
be haunted. There was a good deal 
of discussion, on Wallis Spencer’s 
visit to Wye House, about the 
“haunted” rooms and who should 
be assigned to them. The week-end 
passed, however, without ghostly 
visitations. 

On Oct. 25, 1927, 8S. Davies War- 
field died in Baltimore. His niece 
attended the funeral, Oct. 27, at 
Emanuel Protestant church. It was 
at three o'clock in the afternoon 
and at that time all trains of the 
Seaboard Air Line railroad were 
stopped for a period of five min- 
utes. 

One Dec. 6, in the Circuit Court 
of Fauquier County, at Warrenton, 
the hearing of Wallis Spencer’s di- 
vorce suit began. Judge George 
Latham Fletcher presided. The 
charge was desertion and, on Dec. 
10, the decree was granted. 

Wallis Spencer left that court- 
room in Warrenton free of marital 
bonds. It was the ending of one 
chapter in her life....A 
that had stretched from Baltimore 
to Florida and California and Wash- 
ington and Paris and Shanghai. ... 
It was the beginning of a new chap- 
ter... and even Wallis Simpson 
scarcely could have dreamed what 
distances this new one was to take 
her.

“Why Is the Greatest of 
All Books Left in Ne 
glect?”” 


By The Rev. J. F. Newton | 


NCE upon a time, so runs a fa- 
mous short story, England 
woke up and found that the 
Bible was gone. 
itself, but all trace of its influence, 
and every echo of its teaching, had 
been erased from the life of the na- 
tion. The result was appalling. 

A great literature became sud- 
denly almost unintelligible. Shake- 
speare was. well-nigh unreadable. 
The gorgeous pages of Ruskin 
looked like a moth-eaten tapestry. 
The noblest poetry in the world 
was all ajangle. Everyday speech 
stammered and faltered. Many 
words, and meanings of words, were 
lost. A change passed over the 
whole temper of the nation. 

Life became hectic, hurried and 
vulgar. Old restraints were thrown 
off, leaving instinct to run wild. 
The higher values were blurred and 
life itself became little and mean, 
not so much tragic as_ tedious, 
trivial, frivolous, or else drab. 
Something fine and high and fair 
had gone out of it, leaving it a 
shell and shadow of what it ought 
to be. 

Well, something like that has 
happened in America, and it is the 
greatest calamity of the last hun- 
dred years. The Bible is not actu- 
ally lost, as in the story, but it is 
unknown. Our people do not read 
it; they do not even hear it read. 
Few have any notion of what it 
means, or how to read it. They even 
think it smart not to know it. 


It fills one with dismay to see a 
generation growing up who know 
almost nothing of the Bible. If 
they have taken it as a lesson in 
school, it has been quickly forgot- 
ten. It is no longer a book either 
of comfort or of command, as in. 
days of old. We are faced with an 
amazing spectacle—a . generation 
without the Bible!

IT NEEDS no prophet to tell the 
result; it is before our eyes. It is 
ghastly! Law has lost its power, life 
is cheap, literature is filthy—every 
other story one tries to read stinks. 
Our most brilliant writers—many of 
them—tell us that life itself is a 
disease; its activities just so many 
forms of dope to deaden the pain, 
or the folly, of living! 

Our fathers were folk of one 
book, and that book was the Bible; 
but it is not so of their sons. The 
Bible is still a best-seller, but be- 
cause so many Bibles are sold does 
not mean that they are read. Like 
other classics, the Bible is honored, 
even praised, but not read. Even 
church folk who would be ashamed 
of not having a Bible in the house, 
seldom read it. 

Why is the greatest of all books 
left in neglect? Lack of time, for 
one thing. The Bible is a library 
of dim, crowded, gray pages, and 
this is a swift age when everything 
must be brief, bright, breezy. A 
deeper reason is that the Bible as 
a whole is not easily understood. 

Stung by shame, a man starts out 
to read it through, and gets. stuck 
in the middle of Leviticus. He 
tries the New Testament, and goes 
on the rocks in Romans. He can- 
not make out what it is all about, 
except in a few great passages. No 
one could induce him to try it 
again.

Bible must be read as we read any 
other book, since that is the sure*’ 
way to find that it is unlike any 
other book. It must be broken into 
pieces, and its books mastered one 
by one. Like the plays of Shake- 
speare, the books of the Bible be- 
long to one family, but each is dif- 
ferent. Each must be studied in 
its own setting and situation, if 
we are to know why it was written 
and what it means. 


This asks for time and hard 
work, but it is worth it. The his- 
torical study of tre Bible is little 
known yet, though it gives the old 
Book to use in a new binding and 
with a new meaning. After we 
study it book by book, it is a great 
experience to read the Bible 
straight through. 


For there is a spirit in the Bible 
which, if it gets into a man, makes 
him tall of soul, tender of heart, 
just, gentle, patient, faithful in 
life and fearless in death. It will 
fare ill with us and our civilization 
if the music of this mighty Book is 
hushed among us. 

Nothing can take the place of the 
Bible as guide, prophet and friend.

Of Chilblains 
By Physician 


This Is the Time to Think of 
Precautions, Says Dr. 
Clendening.

HEN YOU think about pain in 
W tne feet or legs, it is instinc- 

trve to suppose that it is due 
to some trouble with the nerves or 
the muscles, or the bones and joints 
but, as a matter of fact, there is 
a large group of disorders of a 
more or less painful kind that is 
due to derangement of the blood 
vessels of the extremities. These 
have been studied quite extensive- 
ly recently and, in fact, there is al- 
most a specialty in medicine, which 
is that of vascular diseases of the 
extremities. 
The subject is pertinent at this 
time of year, because one of the 
forms, namely chilblains, is very 
likely to be due to cold and ex- 
posure. Persons whoever have been 
subject to chilblains should begin 
about this time of year to take 
every precaution to prevent it dur- 
ing the winter weather that is 
ahead of us.

CHILBLAIN A PERNIO occurs 
only in certain groups of people 
whose. blood vessels are not ex- 
tremely responsive, The tempera- 
ture and nutrition of the foot are 
due to the ability of the small ar- 
teries and capillaries to respond to 
changes of temperature. If you 
could see a foot undergoing an at- 
tack of chilblain (this is practically 
impossible, because the first stage 
occurs while the foot is covered up), 
you would see that in cold, wet 
weather the vessels respond by ex- 
treme contraction so that the foot 
is very pale. Very little blood is 
brought to the capillary vessels and 
the blood in them stagnates, leading 
to the second stage in which the

MILD AND BRIEF attacks of 
this do not cause ahy permanent 
changes, but if the exposure is 
prolonged or repeated there is some 
fibrosis around the blood vessels 
and calloused spots occur, particu- 
larly behind the heel. 

The condition runs in families, 
which emphasizes the fact that it 
is primarily due to poor nervous 
eontrol of the blood vessels. It is 
definitely related to other diseases 
of the vessels of the extremities 
called Raynaud’s disease, Berger’s 
disease and erythromelalgia, as well 
as to the condition of lameness and 
pain which occurs on exertion in 
middle-aged and elderly people with 
recognized hardening of the ar- 


teries, called intermtitent claudica- 
tion. :

sation of playgoers all fall. Anyway, 
there are no old-timers still vocal with 
long enough memories to hark back to 
the year when six Hamlets, including 
Edwin Booth and Charles Fechter, 
strutted their hour simultaneously. 
Today the concurrent appearance of 
two fairly elaborate productions is an 
almost unheard-of luxury. Critics and 
audiences have been making the most 
of it. One hears almost nothing else. 
For one thing Guthrie McClintic’s 
production with John Gielgud (pro- 


nounced jeel-good) as Prince, Lillian 


Gish as Ophelia, Judith Anderson as 
the Queen, Arthur Byron as Polonius 
and Jo Mielziner as designer, got off to 
such a sweeping start that if any critic 
had risked heaping more abundant 
praise on Leslie Howard's version 
when it came in a few weeks later, it 
might have looked a little silly. There 
was no question in anybody’s mind as 
to which was the better production, so 
the critics decided unanimously to 
take a safer course. They panned 
Howard: without stint or mercy. It’s 
hard. to recall when any actor has re- 
ceived such a fuleome drubbing. The 
torrent of abuse probably reached its 
summit in Gilbert Gabriel’s acid state- 
ment to readers of the New York 
American: “It is quite the. weakest 
Hamlet, the most flaccid Hamlet, the 
most rice-paper-thin Hamlet, I’ve ever 
seen or heard.’’ 

Naturally a great many people were 


not dissuaded by all this vituperation. 


from going to see both and drawing 
their own conclusions. Inevitably 
some found the Howard version satis- 
factory. Moved to superlatives by the 
actor’s natural charm, they even 
crowded into the aisles, stamping and 
cheering and applauding interminably 
to take the sting out of the rude words 
that had been written by the critics. 


Shakespearean actor. Almost 

certainly he isn’t. But he has 
been equal to such heart-warming oc- 
casions.

The almost religious intensity with 
which enthusiasts have argued the 
merits of these two productions is 
probably more largely a matter of 
poor perspective than of genuine con- 
viction. “Hamlet’’ may be the most 
popular Shakespearean tragedy, but it 
has been too flagrantly tampered with 
in the past for any average playgoer 
to feel so strongly about its purity to- 
day. . Even Guthrie McClintic, who

herence to the text, has cut almost one 
hour out of the performance time by 
one device or another. And if Leslie 
Howard has simply produced another 
“version,” his sin in doing so seems 
less inexpiable by comparison with 
what New York Shakespeare fanatics 
have been willing to take on in the 
past. 

Since 1761, when Lewis Hallam 
put on the first American ‘“‘Hamlet,”’ 
there Ras been an average of about 
one performance of the play (in En- 
glish) every year, to say nothing of 
the number acted in Flemish, High 
German, Japanese and Yiddish. They 
have represented every type of artistic 
vagary. There have been woman 
Hamilets—culminating in that of Sa- 
rah Bernhardt, who pronounced it 
“Amlay.” There have been numerous 
clown Hamlets. There has been at 
least one production in modern dress. 
And the number of styles of elocution 
and acting which have necessarily to 
be classed as normal versions is too di- 
verse to describe. 

Even in so short a period as the 
post-war, the times have altered tastes 
so frequently that there has been room 
for a handful of diametrically anti- 
thetic versions, none of which resem- 
bles in any way the styles in acting 
popular during the last half of the 
nineteenth century. One exception 
there may be. Walter Hampden, who 
first took the role in November, 1918, 
has a much stronger affinity for the 
Victorian than for the post-war ap- 
proach. His original production in- 
cluded pauses of five minutes each af- 
ter the great soliloquy and after the 
death of Ophelia—to let the emotional 
effect sink in. Today any normal au- 
dience would be much likelier to use 
the first 30 seconds of such a pause to 
get well out of the theater. Hampden 
kept the play on Broadway 23 nights. 

That was a feat. In 1922, when 
John Barrymore brought on his ver-

stepped up to a tempo 

more comparable to that 

which his auulencé was accue- 

tomed to find in musical hits, the 
Hampden audience (though it remains 
faithful to this day) was no longer 
representative. “This Hamlet,’ Hey- 
wood Broun wrote ecstatically in the 
World, “this Hamlet is as modern as 
the most recent disciple of Freud. We 
learned for the first time that he did 
not have the .courage of his com- 
plexes.’’ Only yesterday that was 
written, yet today Leslie Howard finds 
critics contemptuous of modern ver- 
sions—or any ‘“‘versions’’—and has to

speare in five acts. 


OHN BARRYMORE’S production, 

very likely the best artistry of his 

career, was modern in a less objec- 
tlonable sense than several of its pre- 
decessofs have been. As a matter of 
fact the most revolutionary thing 
about it was that it attempted to be 
natural and realistic—without loss of 
sonority. Barrymore broke Edwin 
Booth’s record; his run lasted 101 af- 
ternoons and evenings and from New 
York he went to London to continue 
it. 

The revolutionary element in Barry- 
more’s interpretation—that to which 
Heywood Broun referred in his lauda- 
tory comment—was the element of 
Freudian psychology whieh critics 
found in it. It will be recalled that in 
the scene of mutual reerimination be- 


‘tween Hamlet and his mother, the at- 


mosphere was that of a lovers’ quar- 
rel, the implication being that Hamlet 
was governered by an Oedipus com-

It has been necessary to devote so 
much space to post-war productions 
largely because they illustrate most 
simply how the interpretations vary 
with and express the times. The 
‘twenties are a recent memory. Far- 
ther back there were many variations, 
some more abnormal and others more 
serious. A hundred years ealier began 
an erratic series of burlesque versions, 
some’ with music of a sort. The only 
one worthy of attention at this long 
range was George Fox'd travesty, 
which appeared during 1870, the sea- 
eon of the six productions. Fox is 
said to have been a truly great co 
median. So great an actor as Eé- 
win Booth called Fox his favorite, and 
doubtless the tragedian did not resent 
it when this impertinent clown 4t- 
nounced that he was putting on a bur- 
lesque of the Edwin Booth Hamlet.

LONDON, England. 

T HAS taken Gef a comparatively short 

S time, as careers are measured, to become 

the most famous mongoose since Kip- 

ling’s Rikki-tikki-tavi. Five years ago no 

one knew of him except the family of J. 

T. Irving on the Isle of Man. Today Gef 

is a public figure throughout the British 

Isles—partly because a book has been 

written about him and he has been made 

a matter of record by the University of 

London Council for Psychical Investigation, but principal- 

ly because of the notice just accorded him by a majestic 

English court in a case which is scheduled to cost a titled 
and distinguished British subject close to $50,000. 

Of course no ordinary mongoose, content to spend its 
life trouncing cobras in defense of sahibs, memsahibs, 
ayahs and such, could hope to attain such prominence. 
Gef makes no pretense of being an ordinary mongoose. 
According to his intimates, he deviates so far from the 
norm of his kind as to talk—in several languages—sing, 
read, dance and play pranks. He is generally termed in 
print ‘the Talking Mongoose.’”’ 

Among persons who haven't been able to make Gef’s ac- 
quaintance the opinion seems to be rather common that 
this mongoose is different from others in quite a different 
Way; that is, that he doesn’t exist. Their impression is 


that he, like Rikki-tikki-tavi, is strictly a product of the 


imagination. 

To make clear the importance which Gef, real or imag- 
inary, has lately achieved in the affairs of men it is best to 
recount what is known or been reported of his career on 
the Isle of Man. 

In the fall of 1931 Gef is said to have taken up his 
abode with the Irvings, who live on a farm known as 
Cashen’s Gap, perched on the shoulder of a wind-swept 
down more than 700 feet above the sea. The family con- 
sists of James T. Irving, a white-haired but vigorous man 
of 65; his wife, a dignified woman of 61 with a leaning 
toward Victorian modes in dress, and their daughter, Voir- 
rey, light-haired and rosy-cheeked, now 19 years old. 

Accounts differ as to how Gef first made his presence 
known to the family. One version is that the yellowish, 
weasel-like creature was noticed, one day, going about 
among the barn yard fowls, imitating the clucking of the 
hens. Pretty soon it was imitating the cries of other do- 
mestic creatures, and then the calls of the human beings 
it saw. Not long afterward it was heard in the house, 
barking and growling and making a commotion. After a 


period of such disquieting conduct it hegan to talk. 


According to another account, Gef was heard by the 
irvings before he was seen. One night the farmer heard a 
voice, very high-pitched but human-seeming, coming, ap- 
barently, from a wall of the house. Then there was a fall 
of stones on the roof and pictures were banged about on 
the walls. After a time the voice began to repeat things 
sald by members of the family, particularly the words of 
young Voirrey. Uneasy, Irving spoke of moving his 
daughter to another part of the house, but the voice angri- 
ly announced, “‘I’ll follow her wherever you move her,’’ 
4nd a pot of ointment was hurled against a bedstead. 
Some months after that the strange intruder in the fam- 
ly circle quieted down, got on good terms with the family, 
save an account of itself and allowed itself to be seen. 

However the thing started, there was soon a good deal 
of interest in the goings-on at the Irving farm, and newe- 
baper reporters and investigators of abnormal phenomena 
began visiting Cashen’s Gap... There is no available infor- 
mation that any of the visitors ever actually saw Gef, but 
several heard what’ was said to be his voice. And the 
Irvings readily told about him. This is, in substance, 
théir account of his activities after he became chummy 
with the family: 

Gef—they called him that with his approval—told them 
he was an Indian mongoose and 83 years old. He spoke 


English and Hindustani, and also could repeat Spanish: 


4nd Russian phrases. The girl, Voirrey, taught him 
lursery rhymes. He sang songs, including hymns, in a 
Voice about two octaves above the human scale. He 
danced to phonograph music. He could read and under- 


stand the sign language of the deaf and dumb, He killed . 


rabbits for the family—by strangling them.’ He shook 
hands with Mrs. Irving once, and she noted that his paw 
had three long fingers and a thumb. He posed for Voirrey 
long enough for the girl to take a sort of sketchy snap- 
shot of him. Although friendly, Gef was impudent; once 
When told to shut up, he snappily retorted ‘‘Nuts!” He 
Was not seen very often even by the Irvings, usually, when 
in the house, lying on a roof rafter or keeping himself

somewhere behind 
the paneling of the 
rooms. Sometimes 
he absented himself 
for.a few days and 
returned with lots of 
gossip from the near- 
est town. Irving de- 
ascribed Gef' as being 
yellowish in color, 
like a ferret, and 
having a body about 
three-fourth the size 
of that of a full-grown rat and a long, bushy tail tinged 
with brown. 

A reporter who heard some of the talking attributed to 
Gef, had this to say in the report he wrote on his visit: 

“Does the solution of the mystery of the ‘man-weasel’ 
of Doarlish Cashen lie in the dual personality of the 

. girl, Voirrey Irving? That is the question that leaps 
to my mind after hearing the piercing and uncanny voice 
attributed to the elusive little yellow beast with a weasel’s 
body. ..., 

“Yesterday I heard several spoken sentences and was 
told that these noises were made by the ‘man-weasel.’ 
The conversation was between the ‘weagel-voice’ and Mrs. 
Irving, who was unseen to me in ano room, while the 
little girl (this was several years ago) sat motionless in 
a chair at the table. I could see her reflection, although 
not very, clearly, in a mirror on the other side of the room. 
She had her fingers to her lips. I kept my eyes on the 
face in the glass. The lips did not move, so far as I could 
see, but they were partly hidden by her fingers. When I 
edged my way into the room, the voice ceased. The little 
girl.continued to sit motionless without taking any notice 
of us. She was sucking a piece of string, I now. saw.”’ 
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Snapshot of an amorphous-looking animal which Miss Voirrey Irving, who 
made it, claimed was a picture of Gef, “the talking mongoose.”

don. Price is one of 
the foremost workers 
in the field of psychi- 
cal research. For 30 
years he has been in- 
vestigating spooks, 
mediums and the 
like, and has devised 
many appliances for 
trapping fakes.

Irving sent Price a voluminous report about Gef, and 
Price sent a Captain MacDonald, whom he regarded as 
shrewd in such matters, to investigate. The Captain heard 
the voice from the walls all right, but didn’t catch a 
glimpse of Gef, and noted that, oddly enough, Mrs. Irving 
and her daughter were always out of the room when Gef 
talked. The investigation and a subsequent one by the 


‘Captain failed to produce evidence that Price regarded as 
‘conclusive. Some hair which Gef was supposed to have 
‘plucked from his hide and left on the mantel piece for 


scientific examination Wis pronounced by an expert to 
whom it was submitted as certainly not that of a mon- 
goose, but probably hair from a dog. It might be men- 
tioned here that the Irvings had a sheep dog. 

In the summer of 1935 Price. decided to have a try him- 
self at unraveling the mystery of the talking mongoose. 
He took with him on the expedition to Man the editor of 
The Listener, journal of the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany, as he wanted a witness to whatever might transpire. 
The editor was Richard Stanton Lambert, and with his en- 
try into the story, the career of Gef begins to approach 
that of the titled and distinguished Briton who has just

Price and Lambert were welcomed by Irving and his 
wife. Irving impressed Price as an amiable and intelli- 
gent man. Irving was not originally a farmer, but had 
been a Liverpool business man before buying the farm at 
Cashen Gap to try his hand at raising sheep. Mrs. Irving 
Price described as ‘‘charming and dignified” and Voirrey 
as “very intelligent, shy and rather quiet.”’ 

The investigators spent two evenings at the Irving 
home, but saw nothing and heard-nothing of Gef. They 
were told the talking maqngoose had disappeared several 
weeks before when a letter had arrived from Price telling 
of his forthcoming visit. Gef returned, they were later 
informed, the night they left, and said he had been in the 
house when the visitors were there but didn’t make his 
presence known because Lambert was a “doubter.” 

Although the investigation was pretty barren of evi- 


* dence concerning Gef, it yielded a radio talk by Price for 


the B. B. C. and a book, “The Hunting of Cashen’s Gap: 
A Modern ‘Miracle’ Investigated,’”’ by Price and Lambert. 
The impression made on these investigators may be judged 
by the etatement made by Price in a later publication: 
“  . . . Get is still exchanging wisecracks with Irving; 
still dancing to the gramophone . . and, I am afraid, 
still impressing a number of rather credulous people.” 

That visit of Price and Lambert to the Isle of Man also 
had a result quite unforeseen and of a rather sensational 
character—a suit for slander which raised to a new height 
public interest in Gef the Talking Mongoose. For it ap- 
pears that one person at least doubted that Lambert was 
as skeptical as he might well have been of the reported do- 
ings at Cashen'’s Gap. That person was Lieutenant-Colonel 
Sir Cecil Bingham Levita, Knight Commander of the Royal 
Victorian Order, Commander of the Order of the British 
Empire, Commander of the Legion of Honor, Commander 
of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem, late of the Royal 
Horse Artillery, veteran of the Matabele War, South Afri- 
can War and World War and former chairman of the Lon- 
don County Council. 


tempt to see Gef, went home and told his wife, “My 

God, he believes in it.”” His wife, Lady Levita, was a 
fellow member of Lambert on the council of the British 
Film Institute, a semi-official organization having to do 
with the distribution of educational motion pictures. A 
year or so before, Lady Levita and Lambert, theretofore in 
harmony concerning matters coming before the council, 
had seriously disagreed on a question of policy. 

In February of this year, Sir Cecil had a long talk with 
W. Gladstone Murray, whe was an official of the B. B. C.., 
and spoke critically of Lambert. The conversation was re- 
ported to Lambert and he sued Sir Cecil for slander, 
alleging that his critic said he (Lambert) had expressed 
belief in the talking mongoose and had moved his abode 
because of fear of the ‘‘evil eye,’ and indicated the editor 
was a bit “cracked,”’ implying he was unfit to hold his 
job. Lambert, whose salary was £1300 a year, attributed 
his failure to get an increase to Sir Cecil’s criticism. 

The case went to trial last month before Justice Swift 
and a jury. Sir Cecil's defense was that he did not speak 
the words complained of; that if he did speak them, they 
did not have a defamatory meaning, and were true; that 
the occasion was privileged. He was represented by Tris- 
tram Beresford, K. C.; Sir Patrick Hastings, K. C., was the 
chief of Lambert’s counsel. 

Lambert denied he had ever moved because of fear of 
the “evil eye,” and denied that he ever believed in Gef. 
He said that before suing Sir Cecil he demanded a retrac- 


S: CECIL, after talking with Lambert about his at- 


-tion but failed to get it. 


The book “The Haunting of Cashen’s Gap” was shown 
in court, with Lambert's preface, in which he described it 
as ‘An Hasay in the Veracious but Unaccountabie.” Said 
Justice Swift to defense counsel: “I wish you would show 
me anything in the book which suggests that the writer 
believed what he was writing.” 


The Judge’s charge to the jury included the sentence: — 


“If you pour poison into an employer's ears about a per- 
son you must justify it or take the consequences.”” The 
magistrate also commented acidly on the alleged effort by 
Sir Cecil to cause Lambert to drop the suit through fear 
of being fired if he persisted in it. 

In its verdict the jury answered as follows five questions 
set before it by the Judge: 

1. Did Sir Cecil speak the words complained of in the 
statement of claim?—Yes. 

2. Were the words true?—No. 

3. Was there a duty on the defendant or had he a right 
to communicate as he did to Mr. Gladstone Murray on 
February 17?—WNo. 

4. Were the words spoken maliciously ?—yYes. 

6. What damages, if any?—£7500. — 

So Justice Swift awarded Lambert judgment for £7500 
and assessed, in addition, against Sir Cecil the costs of the 
case, which were expected to amount to £3000 or more.

T IS impossible to 
measure the skill of a 
criminal until he has 
been caught. Pure 
chance has saved 
many a buagler from 
the gallows. Similar- 
ly, pure chance has 
hanged many a mur- 
derer who has suc- 
cessfully outwitted the organized in- 
tellect and resources of society. And 
the Department of Dead Ends was 
really nothing else than a device for 
allowing pure chance to operate. In 
this case the plum fell right into their 
open mouths. 

Florence Hornby was, in sporting 
parlance; another fox who had got 
away from hounds. . No amount of 
cleverness on the part of the detec- 
tives, no amount of thoroughness of 
police organization, could have con- 
victed her of the murder of her hus- 
band. 

Her case has another unusual fea- 
ture in that she, like the Marchioness 
of Roucester and Jarrow, was another 
of the very few women murderers in 
England to use firearms. 

Further, like so many male murder- 
ers, she made her victim help to set 
the stage—to put himself just where 
she wanted him to be found by the 
police. 

Percy Hornby was the son of a 
timber merchant of Barking.

upon the errand boys who came to the 
back door, 

When he was 18 his father died, 
leaving to his son an estate valued at 
£80,000, unprotected by anything in 
the nature of a trust. A guardian had 
been appointed who seems to have 
been content to leave Percy in the 
charge of the elderly slattern. 

At 21 Percy came into his property 
—which merely meant that every time 
he went to the solicitor, who had been 
his guardian, to ask for money, it was 
given without question.

Carl von Ossietzky was nominated 
for the Nobel Peace Prize in 1934. 
The award is in the hands of a com- 
mittee selected by Norway's Parli- 
ament, the Storting. These gentlemen 
have no political responsibility to Nor- 
way, but Scandinavians have a habit of 
caution in these matters, It is hard 
for them to risk offending the bristling 
armed Powers so Rear them to the 
South. Carl von Ossietzky spent 1934 
in a Nazi concentration camp and the 
committee, sorry to inform those who 
nominated him that the name had 


been put up too late, gave the prize to. 


Britain's Arthur Henderson, a less con- 
troversial citizen. 7 
There was an international uproar 
about this. Everywhere the commit- 
tee's choice was condemned by those 
most interested in the peace move- 
ment. The name of Ossietzky was al- 
most unanimously proposed, they say, 
in 1935. That year the committee 
could not bring itself to make an 
award. Subsequently two members, 
Norway's Foreign Minister and a for- 
mer Liberal Premier, resigned.- Frank- 
ly it was explained that they were un- 
willing to allow their membership to 
confuse the issue or to lead anyone to 
think the committee’s actions even 
semi-official. They even admitted they 
feared their presence on the commit- 
tee might give Germany dn excuse for 
making official representations to Nor- 
way should Ossietzky be selected. 
When the 1935 award was finally 
given to Ossietzky the other day many 
considered it the most eloquent ges- 
ture of contempt any group of private 
citizens has ever had the privilege of 
administering to the distasteful gov- 
ernment of a foreign nation. Ger- 
many's answer was almost a vitupera- 
tive scream; it was an incredible diplo- 
matic paper. To give the Nobel Peace 
Prize to a man “‘gentenced by the high- 
est court of his country as a traitor’’ 
was no less than ‘‘a challenge and an 
insult’ to Germany. But if the Reich 
was astonished and displeased, as its 
Minister at Oslo proclaimed, the im- 
partial world was no less astonished 
by such a bald intemperate answer. 
Who was this Ossietzky? How had 
he become such a storm center of pro- 
test and counter-protest? What sort 
of man is he and how has he made his 
Inark? Wherein lay his treachery? 
Even some who applauded the com- 
mittee’s choice are a little shaky on 
these questions. And no wonder. De- 
Spite the publicity which has focused 
so assiduously on him, virtually noth- 
ing has been published about the man 
himself And this for two reasons: 
First of all, his enemies have made ev- 
ery attempt to shroud his name in 
black mystery, hoping it would soon be 
secondly, Carl 
von Ossietzky is about as selfless a 
Man as ever lived. He makes it a car- 
dinal principle never to refer to his 
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own record—either his achievements 
or his sufferings. He has never de- 
sired any publicity for himself, fearing 
this might distract attention from his 
ideal and his ideas. 

He has never belonged to any po- 
litical party. He has never espoused 
anyone else’s system of thought. On 
the other hand he has never been 
afraid of ideas, never feared to associ- . 
ate his name with unpopular causes 
and names that are anathema. Even 
the most incorrigible red-baiter would 
hesitate to throw such a stalwart inde- 
pendent into any arbitrary classifica- 
tion or over-simplified system of par- 
tisanship. 

Ossietzky is a nobleman of obvious- 
background and 
antecedents. Although he was a pa- 
cifist before the war, he spent four 
years at the front. He was born in 
Hamburg. He was 27 when war was 
declared; he is only 49 today. It may 


‘be taken for granted that his career 


and ancestry have been microscopical- 
ly examined by his enemies. He is 
not, even according to the Hitler 
definition, a Jew. He is not a Com- 
munist. He has never been a spy. 


among Germans and foreigners in- 

terested in world peace and after 
having established himself as a writer, 
he became editor of Die Weltbuehne 
(World Stage), a mildly liberal inde- 
pendent magazine published in Berlin. 
Ossietzky quickly became recognized 
as the most able editorial writer in 
Germany. His style has been de- 
scribed by a former subscriber as 
“light, elegant, fluent, witty and above 
all simple German.” A vein of earnest 
devotion lay beneath the surface. He 
was considered detached, sane and 
single-minded to a degree. He hated 
war. He detested militarism. “There 
is nothing more devastating,’’ he 
wrote, ‘‘than the omnipotence of gen- 
erals.”’ 

Like most representative intellectual 
leaders, Carl von Ossietzky had not, 
at first, been willing to think in terms 
of unlimited and industrial democracy. 
He was idealistic, but his faith in the 
people (a people so long accustomed to 
take orders) was limited and he be- 
lieved in gradual progress and slow 
liberation. His liberalism was never 
suspect. He fumed against the slaugh- 
ter of German Communists by the: pd- 
lice. He was equally incensed by the 
Soviet Government’s actions against 
Trotzky and his followers. 

It was the realization'that the So- 
cial Democratic Party was becoming 
saturated with reactionary elements 
favorable to a return to pre-war mili- 
tarism that forced Ossietzky to the 
left. Even in this, however, he was 
putting all the emphasis on pacifism. 
He began to realize that militarism 
and war were inseparable from a cap- 
italist-imperialist system of govern-_ 
ment. The freedom to manufacture 
armaments was returning in Germany 
owing. to the pressure of heavy indus, 
trialists on the Government. Germany 
waa, secretly rearming largely in re--

Carl von Ossietzky was the first 
member of the so-called bourgeois left, 
if not the first man in Germany, to 
preach the united popular front. He 
proposed an alliance between Social- 
ists, Liberals and Communists, saying 
that he was forced to the conclusion 
that this was the only way to stave off 
Fascism—the last stand of embattled 
reaction. 

“Resistance is still possible,”’ he 
wrote in 1932.

The man who 
is named Leon Trotsky and who has 
performed such historic labors has a 
right to hate, and it would be absurd 
to try to pour even a thimbleful of 
cold water on his passionate appeal to 
arms at a time when everything seems 
to point to violence.”

subsidized air line. It was rather ab- 
surd, but Ossietsky was named as con- 
spirator and co-defendant in the en- 
suing treason charge, simply because 
he remained nominal editor of the 
magazine. This was while Germany 
was a “democracy.”’ Back in the Su- 
preme Court he seemed perfectly at 
ease. “I have never stood before a 
court of law with greater pleasure 
than on this occasion,” the Manches- 
ter Guardian quoted him as saying. 
“The article completely represents my 
opinions.”” Whereupon, this being an 
open trial, unlike his previous one, Os- 
sietsky proceeded to elaborate his 
opinions. ’ 

Altogether he spent more than a 
year in prison. When he was re- 
leased (under a general amnesty) he 
went back fo writing precisely the 
same sort of articles he had been im- 
prisoned for. He made not one refer- 
ence to his ‘‘treason,”” his “‘trial,”’ or 
his punishment. Already Hitler was 
on the threshold of power. There was 
no time to spare on fear, no words on 
invective or reproach. " 

The last signed article by Carl von 
Ossietsky and the last issue of Die 
Weltbuehne appeared early in 1933, 
only a day or so before Hitler was 
made Chancellor. The 
headed “Savior,” and it was a mildly 
satirical editorial to the effect that 
each past messiah had brought Ger- 
many nothing but fine illusions and 
more grief. 


NLY a few days previously, 
against all the arguments his 
friends could use, Ossietzky had 
stood up at a meeting of the German 


‘Writer's Union begging the journal- 


ists, playwrights, novelists and poets 
who were its members not to run away 
when Fascism came in, but to stand 
fast and put up a united front against 
tyranny. He tried to live up to his 
own code. On the night of the Reich- 
stag fire, February 28, 1933, he was 
arrested without cause or explanation 
and hustled to Columbia House, the 
Gestapo headquarters; now notorious 
as the “examination’’ house where bar- 
barie cruelties are practiced on polit- 
ical prisoners. 

He has never been tried, but up toa 
very short time ago he has never been 
out of prison. Those who knew him 
at Columtia House, at Oranienburg 
Concentration Camp, at Sonnenburg 
Concentration Camp, at Esterwegen 
Concentration Camp, say that during 
all that time he never compromised. 
He could recite a biting diatribe 
against fascism while ostensibly car- 
rying on nothing more harmless than 
a discourse on modern music.

Ossietzky broke 
down frequently. For periods of a 
week or so.he would be allowed to go 
to the hospital, where he was 
attended by a 26-year-old Storm Troop 
physician-officer. When released from 
the hospital in the spring of 1936 and 
detailed to menial work in the dormi- 
tories (much lighter jobs than he had 
ever had before) his companions 
wouldn't allow him to work at all. In 
spite of which he relapsed almost im- 
mediately. So they put him in.the in- 
curable ward (‘Light Illness Bar- 
racks’) and left him in peace, inter- 
rupted only by frequent calls from the 
commandant. He was continually 
summoned at any hour of the day or 
night to be examined about a volumin- 
ous correspondence which kept arriv- 
ing for him. He never was allowed to 
see a letter. It is not known whether 
Ossietzky was ever subjected to the 
public floggings popular at UEster- 
wegen, but he suffered every indignity 
and inconvenience a very sick man can 
be made to undergo. 

When released and sent to West 
End Sanitarium, Berlin, where he re- 
cently received news of the peace prize 
award, he was a very sick man indeed. 
Official news sources gave out flat mis- 
information about him, even to the ex- 
tent of saying he would give the prize 
money ($39,303) for anti-Communist 
activities. Belatedly he accepted the 
honor. He would like to go Oslo to 
accept, if the Government allows it, he 
said. He was still a pacifist and in- 
tends to continue one. Ossietzky’s 
physician told reporters (who spent 
over three days trying to reach his 
bedside).that the former prisoner is 
much sicker than he seems to realize. 

Correspondents said nothing to re- 
fute official rumor that he has lost his 
sanity. The latest official refutation 
the Post-Dispatch has received dates 
from last spring. At that time his 
health was at its worst, but his mind 
was still as clear as a bell.
